Three More Ballots Taken Yesterday. 
Investigating Committee are at 
Work—Numerous New Bilis In- 
troduced—Mead’s Measures.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 17.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Three thousand dollars is 
now the price offered for a vote for 
Bulla for second choice. 
People are wondering how and when 
Jimmy Copeland of Los An@les be- 


‘came a Croesus. Jimmy is a shrewd 


s long career as a suc- 
cessful atto 
and. Los Angeles, may naturally be 
supposed to have saved sOme money. 
Jimmy. lives well while in Sacramento 
and boasts a. fine suite of rooms. at 
Seventh and J streets. . ne. 

When it comes to buying votes, how- 
ever, even the private sack of a Dan 
Burns would turn pale at the calcula- 
tion of forty-five second-choice votes 
at $3000 apiece. Mr. Bulla is known 
to have no fortune of his own, at least 
none much larger than Codpeland’s, and 
Jimmy, when he learned that he was 
charged with andling the “Bulla 
sack,” laughed 
he would like to see that sack; he had 
not been able to locate it. So the ques- 
tion arises who furnishes the money 
that is being offered for votes to help 
Bulla to defeat Grant for Senator. 

Mention has been made in thése dis- 
patches that Mr. Bulle is claiming to be 
possessed of assurances from some- 
thing like forty-five members of the 
Legislature that he is their second 
choice for Senator. Nobody seems to 
know for sure that such is the case ex- 
cept Bulla himself, but with such in- 
formation stored in . his..breast, - his 
haughty refusal to pull out of the race 
in behalf of any of the.first-choice can- 
d. 

But the question is, if’ Jinkmy is nat 
using his own money or Bulla’s, who 
is putting up the stuff for purchase of 
votes? The fact that Maj. Goucher and 
Charlie Donnatin are here does not im- 
ply that a railroad paycar came with 
them. Moreover those who know the 
inside working of the late campaign in 
Los Angeles know that Copeland did 
not get the glad hand from the rail- 
road, despite his long and faithful 


services to the Republican party. 
Hence, why should he get it 
here, 


even had the paycar arrived? 
And yet the only two monied powers 
interested in keeping Bulla in the race, 
according to current reports, are Dan 
Burns and the railroad, and even Her- 
vey Lindley would probably admit is 
much. 
A legislator who was offered $3000 to 
make Bulla his second choice but 
spurned the offer, was asked by. the 
Times representative for the facts for 
publication, but declined to give them, 
saying that the matter would probably 
come out before the special investigat- 
ing committee, now in session. There 
is absolutely no intention to make it 
appear that Bulla himself or any mem- 
ber of the Los Angeles delegation is 
aware of bribery being attempted in 
Bulla’s behalf, and the latter would be 
the first to repudiate the suggestion. 
Nevertheless the fact cannot be denied 
that outward evidence points to inti- 
mate relation between the Senatorial 
ambition of Dan Burns and that of R 
N. Bulla. The time has come when Mr. 
Bulla, in justice to himself and his 
friends, should explain the. nature of 
some of his following. | 
SAMB STALP BALLOTING, 
The stale, flat and unprofitable’ . 
cedure of balloting for 
didates was resumed today, and re- 
Sulted as usual, and, as expected, in. no 
election. That the legislators them-<-- 
selves are tiring of the’ deadlock: is 
evidenced by the fact that three ballots 
sufficed for them today. ‘There were 
108 votes cast or the first two ballots, 
twelve members being absent or pres-: 
ent and not voting. On the last ballot,” 
Cowan (Democrat) failed to vote, re- 
ducing the total to 107. The Democrats 
voted for White on all three ballots, 
except that Brooke and Burnett cast 
their votes for Marion de Vries. Knights 
of Sacramento kept his firm stand for 
Barnes despite threats that he would

MEAD’S TWO BILLS. 
Assemblyman Mead today introduced 
a bill amending the Street Bond Act 
so as to provide a manner for col- 
lecting these bonds im such a way as 
to keep them at par. As the law stands 
at present. he asys, @ contractor esti- 
mating street work at, say, $100 per 
front foot, cash, has to add, say, 25 
cents per foot to coyey the discount of 
bonds where work is performed under 
the bond act, owing’ to the delay in 
collections. The @iso provides that 
bonds may be issued for street assess- 
ment of $25 of more remaining unpaid 
thirty days after date of warrant, or 
five days after decision of Council upon 
an appeal. Mead will still further amend 
the bill by allowing property-owners 
to take up and cancel bonds at any 
time. a feature that will do more than 
anything else to popularize the bond 
ar Mead is at work on another bill 
which he thinks should effect a saving 
of $30,000 or $40,000 annually if it were 
adopted in Los Angeles. It requires 
county officers to perform the duties 
of City Treasurer, Assessor and Tax 
Collector whenever any municipality 
shall elect to do away with the latter 
officers. He has no desire to legislate 
any one out of office in particular, but 
he believes in economy and conveni- 
ence in the administration of public af- 
fairs in general, and every taxpayer 
knows what a nuisance the duplicate 
systems of assessors and collectors is, 
and how unnecessary two treasurers 
are. However, Mr. Mead will send 
copies of his bill, after it ig printed, to 
the Chamber of Commerce and other 
quarters in Los Angeles, © and invite 
public opinion upon. it. Re

PECULIAR INVESTIGATION. 

The special investigating committee 
has begun its lators and from: the way 
the hearing has shaped itself, through 
the persistence of Assemblyman Melick, 
‘it seems less an investigation of the 
rCall’s charges against Speaker Wright 
than of the conduct of Grant’s cam- 
paigh by his managers, Green and 
Brown. 

The committee was influenced, by the 
insistence of the member from Pasa- 
dena, to avoid the appearance of letting 
outsiders, such as_,attorneys for the 
Call and for Grant, to have .anything 
to do with the investigation, yet the 
committee later at night allowed Gar- 
rett McInery of the Call counsel to di- 
rect in part the course ef -proceedings 
as to the ‘evidence to be furnished by 
Milton J. Green. At the same time, 
Walter R. Bacon of Los Angeles, who 
appeared as counsel for the Grant side, 
was held to the strict letter of the res- 
olution put in by Melick himself. 

AFTERNOON MEETING. 

When the committee met this after- 
noon Chairman Cosper announced the 
appointment of John C. Wray as sec- 
retary of thé committee and of “Dick’”’ 
Richardson, also of Los Angeles, as 
stenographer. Assemblyman Mead, who 
had tried to get excused by the Assem- 
bly from service on the committee, but 
had been prevented from so doing by 
Dibble’s objection, appeared before the 
committee and. announced that inas- 
much as he had been excused by 
Speaker Pro Tem. Anderson before the 
House had acted, he would decline to 
serve and if the committee refused to 
release him there would be a vacancy 
on the cammittee. 5) 

A motion was made that.the matter 
be reported~ back to the~House, and 
Sanford had it amended so that a re-’ 
quest .be made that Assemblyman Bur- 
nett. be appointed to fill -the. vacancy. 
While .this is outside. the province of 
committee and wholly.in the power of 
the Speaker, the motion was adopted as 
amended. , It. was decided, that three 
members should constitute’a quorum, 
one of whom should be the chairman 
or a member selected by the latter to 
act as chairman.

Good Plan to Meet the Oppressive 
Measures of Old World Coun- 
tries — Examination into Causes 
of Blight—Texas Cattle Fever.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Senate Committee on 
Appropriations will tomorrow discuss a 
plan agreed upon by its subcommititee, 
after a four hours’-hearing of the Sec~ 
retary of Agriculture to meet the op- 
pressive measures adopted by Germany, 
France, Austria and Switzerland in re- 
gard to Acnerican food products. While 
there is nothing in the plan which 
smacks of retaliation in itself, the be- 
lief of the members of the subcommit- 
tee is that it will accomplish the pur- 
pose as speedily as any measure which 
might be devised. 

Appropriations will be made for the 
Department of Agriculture for the pur- 
pose of inspecting all food products 
which are imported into this country, 
and in case any of them are found to 
contain any ingredient which is not 
specified on the jar or bottle or to con- 
tain any substance injurious to health, 
the same is to be prohibited from entry 
into the country. This will strike a 
blow at the fake wine industry of 
France and Germany, and the canned 
of Switserland and Austria. 
Cause’ fore action is found not 

ime the. probibition of meats of 
|. American ‘growth and preparation, but 
of fruits and products. which are care- 
fully inspected -here ‘before they are 
offered for export. The measure was 
cohsidered at length by the subcommit- 
tee and was finally reported by the Re-* 
publican members with unanimity. It 
will shut out entirely the made wines 
of France, which are now brought in 
here, and which have kept the Califor- 
nia product from getting the foothold 
in the eastern markets which their 
merit déserves. 

The bill, as it will come from the com- 
mittee, will have in it several para- 
graphs which are of particular interest 
to the Pacific Coast, and which were 
put in by Senator Perkins. One gives 
to the Secretary of Agriculture suffi- 
cient funds to provide for a special ex- 
amination into the causes of the blight 
which has affected the fruit trees of 
California.

Paul Cambon Says All Europe 

Earnestiy Prefers Peace. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REIPORT.] 

LONDON, Jan. 17.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The French Ambassador 
to Great Britain, M. Paul Cam- 
bon, replying to an address of the 
International Arbitration Association at 
the embassy here today, said no feel- 
ing of hostility toward the British ex- 
isted in .France. The press on both 
sides, he said, had exaggerated the lit- 
tle friction over the Fashoda incident 
which was only temporary. 

He assured the people of Great Brit- 
ain that neither the French nation nor 
the government of France desired war, 
and speaking from experience, M. Cam- 
bon could say that no Buropean na- 
tion desired war.

RETIREMENT OF ALGER, 


President Will Unload Him if All 
Signs Do not Fail. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} President McKinley is be- 
coming tired of carrying .Algerism 
along with the other burdens of his 
administration and he will drop this 
load. soon unless all signs fail. There 
is the best authority for saying that 
the subject of Alger’s early retirement 
from the Cabinet. was discussed in Al- 
gzer’s presence at the White House to- 
day on account of the Eagan scandal. 
Mr. McKinley has reached the con- 
clusion that it is high time the War 
Department was cleaned out from top 
‘to bottom and placed upon the same 
high plane as the other great depart- 
ments of the government. The Presi- 
dent held this opinion long ego, but 
he has hesitated to act for various good 
and sufficient reasons. Not the least of 
‘these reasons has been Alger’s indispo- 
sition to get out of the Cabinet and 
he may not get out now, even though 
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his presence ie known to be distaste- 
ful to the President and more than 
half of his Cabinet. a 
There are three members of Prest- 
dent McKinley’s official family, who, 
in conversation with their ‘personal 
friends, have for several weeks ex- 
pressed their desire to see Mr. Alger re- 
turn to Michigan for good. President 
McKinley's attitude toward Alger at 
the present iime is plainly shown in 
“the Bagan matter, where the Presi- 
dent overruled Alger's recommenda- 
tions in deciding upon a court-martial, 
The President decided that the only 
point to be inquired into was whether 
Bagan used the language on the wit- 
ness stand attributed to him. That 
point will be easily established. It is 


the only point at issue and Gen. Miles | 


cannot be dragged into it. Alger 
wanted the whole matter gone over, 
thereby investigating Gen. Miles, whorn 
Alger regards as his bitterest enemy. 

High officials said tonight: “Alger re- 
sign?

EAGAN’S AMENDED STATEMENT. 


Made Public by Commission — Col. 
Gibson Before the Board. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The War 
nvestigating Commission today de- 
cided to make public the amended 
statement filed by Commissary-General 
Hagan yesterday. The commission 
permitted the representatives of the 
press to read the statement and it was 
formally announced to the newspaper 
men that Gen. Eagan had eliminated 
all objectionable statements, and, there- 
fore, the document would be axcepted 
officially by the commission as evi- 
dence. As already stated, the charges 
made by Gen. Eagan in the document 
are mainly in the line of excision, y«t 
the phraseology has also heen altered 
frequently. He refers to Gen. Miles as 
the senior general, Nelson Miles, and 
while keeping strictly within the line 
of propriety in the judgment of the 
commission in a negative manner, at 
least, he resents any assumption of 
Gen. Miles’s superiority, and asserts 
(that he is as good, as old, and as ex- 
perienced a soldier as Gen. Miles. He 
"also criticises the latter’s attack on the 
beef industry as infamous. It is be- 
“lieved that so far as the commission ig 
“concerned the incident is now. closed. 
EAGAN’S REVISED STATEMENT. 
Gen. Eagan begins his new statement 
by stating that he “holds in his hand 
. the official copy of the statement made 
' to our commission by the senior gen- 
‘eral of the army, Maj.-Gen. Nelson 
. Miles.” He details the amazement and 
“surprise he experienced when informed 
that Gen. Miles had _ selected Maj. 
Black, a “volunteer officer totally de- 
void of experience in the subsistence 
department,” as his staff commissary 
instead of Maj. Osgood, who was first 
chosen for that post by Gen. Miles. 

He refers to a very ordinary, com- 
monplace telegram, sent by Gen. Miles 
to the adjutant-general here in Wash- 
ington about June 7, inquiring what 
subsistence stores were at Tampa. Gen. 

| Bagan says he made a formal written 
reply to this, but was amazed next 
morning to see in the newspapers that 
Gen. Miles had found it necessary to 
send a serious reprimand to Washing- 
ton. 

“I have to state,” says Gen. Eagan, 
“that no such reprimand was ever re- 
ceived by me from Gen. Miles or any 
other general, and that Gen. Miles has 
no authority in hie commission or in 
his position under the law of regula- 
tions to send reprimands to me. 

“Notwithstanding that this imaginary 


‘ reprimand was published in the press,” 


he continues, “Gen. Miles from that 
day to this has never in any shape or 
form, although I have met him, taken 
occasion to express any regret for the 
statements made in the press about the 
reprimand nor to allude to it at all.’ 

Gen. Eagan says he fitted out the ex- 
pedition to Porto Rico with ample sub- 
sistence supplies, and sept in one of the 
refrigerator ships, the Massachusetts, 
203,000 pounds refrigerated beef, not em- 
balmed beef nor treated by any chemi. 
cal process whatsoever, but first-class 
refrigerated beef, as good as the coun- 
try produces and in every way sound, 
eweet and proper food. 

After a discussion of Gen. Miles’s 
statement as to the shortness of funds 
in Porto Rico, Gen. Eagan takes up the 
beef question and declares that it was 
good beef and “any officer, no matter 
what his rank,’ failing to use proper 
supplies, does so at his own peril, “and 
if he purchases substitutes for the good 
article, an inferior and unwholesome 
one, one that the whole medical fra- 
ternity of the United States will unite 
in saying is not wholesome, gives them 
diarrhoea and dysentery, then he does 
so at his still greater peril. 

“By Gen. Miles’s own statement he 
directed the. purchase of native beef 
ashore, while this good refrigerated 
beef, not embalmed beef, was’ there in 
Ponce. It was not embalmed beef, nor

Discussing Gen. Milés’s statement

mistake of this country will be made, 
and that day designing men with mili- 
tary command and the purse of the 
United States at their disposal may 
set themselves up and do things that 
this country is, and always has been, 
afraid to do.”’ 

In conclusion, Gen. Eagan declares, 
on oath, that the ‘Secretary of War 
had nothing whatsoever to do with 
the furnishing of refrigerated or tinned 
meats, nor has he in any manner what- 
soever attempted to control contracts, 
the awards or purchases of these ar- 
ticles. 

Gen. Eagan sums up his whole case, 
and finishes. hoping that this state- 
ment ‘‘will offset the statements made 
by Gen. Miles, and will, in some meas- 
ure, at least, do justice to those who 
have been wronged.” 

Another witness was heard today in 
the person of Col. Gibson, the distrib- 
uting agent of the National Relief Com- 
mission at Santiago. He testified that 
he carried supplies to the sick there 
on the Resolute. He had had great 
difficulty in getting supplies, owing ta 
the confusion. Gen. Shafter had re- 
fused him assistance and it was with 
great difficulty that he was able to hire 
orses. He succeeded in this finally, 
and with the assistance of Gen. Wheeler 
they were carried inland. Respecting 
the quality of the beef furnished the 
troops. Col. Gibson said the canned 
corn beef was bad, unfit for use, and 
should not have been issued. It was 
repulsive in appearance, stringy, and 
he himself had been unable to eat it. 
The refrigerated beef was likewise bad, 
being covered with a green beard 
caused by exposure to the sun. The 
commission adjourned until tomorrow.

President's Decision Announced at 
the Cabinet Meeting. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.}

meeting here, after it assembled for its 
regular session, that he has decided to 
order a court-martial to try Commis- 
sary-General Eagan for the abusive

while on the Witness stand before the 

War Investigating Committee last 
| Thuesday. Ever since the sensational 
event. the President has been carefully 
deliberating over the matter, and has 
had frequent consultations with army 
officers and others regarding the steps 
that should be taken, for he was con- 
vinced from the outset, that the ques- 
tion for consideration was what ac- 
tion should be taken and not whether 
any disciplinary measures at all should 
be had. A determination to take some 
action was vigorously expressed at the 
last.Cabinet meeting, but the President 
reserved final decision. 

Today, just. before the Cabinet ses- 
sion. he held a-conference with the 
Secretary of War and Adijt.«Gen. Cor- 
bin. It was not long in duration, but 
the action: to follow Gén. Eagan’s 
utterances Was decided, and when the 
Cabinet met the President announced 
that he had reached his decision in the 
matter. He said he had determined that 
there was only one course to adopt,and 
that was to order a court-martial, to 
be convened at once to try Gen. Eagan. 
The decision, which was reached e@nly 
this morning, notwithstanditg repérts 
that a court-martial had been decided 
on yesterday, met the unanimous ap- 
proval of the members of the Cabinet. 
Three of the President’s official’ ad- 
visers, Secretary Alger, Secretary Wil- 
son and Postmaster-General Smith 
were absent, but their views are known 
to ‘coincide thoroughly with the Presi- 
dent’s. decision. There was-some dis- 
cussion following the President's an- 
nouncement. in which the case was 
threshed over to some extent, though 
the President himself took little part 
in this discussion. The details of the 
action was left to the Secretary of 
War. who had withdrawn just prior to 
the session, to return to the War De- 
partment to put in motion the ma- 
chinery for the convening #f the court. 
While it was not definitely stated after 
the Cabinet meeting what specifications 
would be made against Gen. Bagan, 
it is understood that the specific charge 
on which he will be tried wil be con- 
duct unbecoming an officer and a gen- 
tleman. The personnel of the court 
was not taken up, that phase of the 
action having held to be not a 
Cabinet matter, but one that rested 
between the President and the Secre- 
tary of War. The understanding, how- 
ever. was that the orders for the court 
would be issued within a few hours, 
probably before the close of the de- 
partment this afternoon. 

Gen. Wesley Merritt. former com- 
mander-in-chief of the Philippines, has 
been mentioned as likely to-preside 
over the court, and a Cabinet official 
said today he would not be surprised 
at Gen. Merritt’s selection. The Cabi- 
net ‘session occupied about an hour 
and a half. 

Contrary to the general expectation 
no announcement of the personel of 
the Fagan court-martial was made at 
the War Department up to the close of 
business today. Adjt.-Gen. Corbin at 
the last moment, in reply to a ques- 
tion, said he had nothing whatever to 
make public touching the Hagan case. 

VERY QUIET AT MANILA.

An insurgent newspaper an- 
nounces that 5000 Filipino’ troops, 
which had reinforced those around Ma- 
nila a fortnight ago, have been with- 
drawn into the interior. The paper also 
comenents favorably upon Foraker’s 
recent speech in the United States 
Senate.”

“RELEASE SPANISH PRISONERS, 


Government Reported to Have Com- 
menced Negotiations. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

NEW, YORK, Jan. 17.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Paris says news has 
reached there that the Spanish govern- 
ment has begun negotiations with 
Aguinaldo through the agency of cer- 
tain Filipinos in Madrid, for the release 
of the Spanish prisaners. Having be- 
gun to treat directly with the insur- 
gents, Spain is likely to go a step 
further and accord them that recogni- 
tion’ hitherto refused by any govern- 
ment. The idea is to call upon Presi-

SITUATION STILL ACUTE, 


Aguinaldo’s Forces Held With Dif- 
ficulty—Natives Smuggling Arms. | 
P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Hongkong says the 
Herald’s Manila correspondent reports 
a strict censorship upon dispatches. The 
latest advices; dated Janary 13, state 
‘that the situation in the Philippines is 
still acute. Aguinaldo is holding his 
force in check with difficulty, and na- 
tives have been arrested for smuggling. 
arms into the walled city. On one oc- 
ion a coffin was found full of arms, 
and on another six Mauser rifles and a 
stock of ammunition was discovered 
hidden in a load of straw. The natives 
résiding in the city predicted an attack 
on Manila Sunday, the 15th, but the 
foreigners maintain that there will be 


no attack if the Americans do not pre- 
cipitate-one. 

The position of the Americans is very 
urplearant. Thelr Spanish prisoners 


are unfriendly, and the hostile natives 
are numerotis and well-armed, both in- 
side and outside of Manila. In Iloflo 
the situation remains the same, except 
that the natives are entrenching them- 
selves. They have blocked the river by 
sinking barges laden with stones. The 
native troops outside of Manila are 
most insolent, and it is hard work to 
reetrain the Americans. The Filipino 
soldiery come out to their lines close 
up to the American outposts, load their 
rifles, deliberately point them at the 
American soldiers, and then derisively 
walk back to their own lines. Under 
such conditions there might be a fight 
at any moment. 


PHILIPPINE PROBLEM. 


Tokio Professor Tells of Three Ways 
to it. 
{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Hongkong says Rev. 
Clay McCauley, professor of theology at 
Tokio, who recently arrived from the 
Philippines, says as. the result of the 
situation at Manila, he thinks now there 
are only three ways open for the United 
States to solve the Philippine problem. 

The first is annexation by force or 
purchase. To use force means the most 
disastrous foreign war in our history, 
entailing great loss of life and expendi- 
ture of money. Moreover, it would be 
a violation of national honor. Pur- 
chase means the recognition of the in- 
surgents as allies of the United States 
during the war; rewarding the Filipino 
leaders with officers’ salaries; employ- 
ment of the insurgents in military and 
civil offices, and also giving them back 
pay as allies for some months. Such a 
purchase would secure a compromising 
gain of doubtful tenure. The Ameri- 
cans in Manila are generally opposed to 
annexation in any form. 

The second solution is a complete 
transfer of sovereignty from Spain to a 
Filipinos republic, and the retention by 
the United States for her own use of 
Manila Bay and port just as Hongkong 
is kept by Great Britain. This solution 
means the exposure of the defenseless 
Philippines to the greed of the powers, 
with a consequent acute crisis in Eu- 
rope over far eastern questions. This 
way is neither honorable nor wise. 

The third possible solution is auton- 
omy under an American protectorate. 
This means an independent Filipino 
republic, controlling the administration 
of internal affairs, the United States 
taking charge of the supreme judiciary 
and foreign relations, such as the power 
of making war or treaties while having 
control of the customs. This solution, 
Mr. McCauley thinks, might bring about 
a tutelage which would result in the 
future absolute independence of the 


United States. 

‘The third way only, he says, means 
peace and prosperity both to the United 
States and to the Philippines. In any 
case immediate action is imperative. A 
leading member of the Filipino directo- 
rate at Hongkong declared readily and 
emphatically that the Filipinos would 
refuse absolutely to hand over the cus- 
toms. There would be no objection to 
paying the cost of maintaining a naval 
squadron in the Philippine waters, in 
the same way as the British colonies 
contribute toward the imperial defense.

tion of the city’s finances in detail, as- 
certaining first the present condition 
of the city treasury in its several 
branches, the collections and deposits; 
second, the source of revenue—how or- 
ganized, collected and accounted -for, 
where deposited, and subject to whose 
order; third, the disposition made of 
the revenue, and upon whose authority 
the expenditures age made; fourth, par- 
ticulars as to the bonded and regis- 
tered debt of the city; and for what 
purposes the indebtedngss was in- 
curred. The commission is authorized 
to summon witnesses and take testi- 
mony. 

It is expected that some startling 

details will be uncovered, and several 
concessions will. possibly be revoked on 
evidence of fraud. The commission will 
hold daily. sessions, and will report 
each day to Gen. Ludlow, who expects 
to take personal grasp upon the 
finances, as he has upon other branches 
of the city government.. 
‘The American government is now 
building and equipping a railroad in 
Cuba, 1700 men being at work. At least 
1300 more will be given employment as 
soon as possible. The road runs from 
Triscornia, around Guanabacoa, giving 
connection with all railroads entering 
Havana. It will be about six miles in 
length, and is being constructed by the 
American-Indies Company, in connec- 
tion with the contracting firm of 
Drake, Stratton & Co. of New York 
and Pittsburgh.

TAKING CENSUS. 


Probably Will Be Lively Work in 
Our New Possessions. 

{A. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—In addi- 
tion to its added duties, it now seems 
probable that the War Department 
will have to supervise the next census- 
taking in the recently-acquired posses- 
sions of the United States. The census 
Bill as reported to the House makes no 
special provisions for this branch of 
the work, but if the general terms of 
the measure are not considered suffi- 
cient to cover this work, an amendment 
will probably be drafted. 

It is contemplated that in the island 
of Cuba only the census of the princi- 
pal cities will be taken, and the pop- 
ulation of the island elected upon these 
returns.

BRYAN’S ELOQUENCE. 


GIVEN IN GENEROUS MEASURE TO 


DENVER AUDIENCES. 
First Inestructe Legislators in the 
Way They Should Go, Then 


Makes an Impassioned Harangue 
Againet the Imperialism of «a 
Colonial Policy. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

DENVER, Jan. 17.—Col, William J. 
Bryan made two public speeches in 
Denver today which were listened to 
by audiences only limited by the ca- 
pacity of the auditorium. The first was 
at 2 o’clock in the hall of the House of 
Representatives, to which only the for- 
tunate ones who held tickets were ad- 
mitted. The other was at 8 o'clock at 
the Coliseum Hall, the largest room in 
the city, where thousands struggled for 
standing room while other thousands 
turned away disappointed, not even get- 
ting a glimpse of the great silver chami- 
pion. In his address, before the Legis- 
lature, Mr. Bryan devoted most of his 
time to a discussion of the duties of leg- 
islators and other public officers, whom 
he designated servants, not masters of 
the people. After this address, Mr. and 
Mrs. Bryan repaired to the residence of 
Gov. Thomas where they were enter- 
tained at dinner, at which half a dozen 
leading Democrats of the State, includ- 
ing ex-Govs. Grant end Adams, and a 
number of ladies were present. 
The crowd which greeted Mr. Bryan 
at Coliseum Hall tonight began gath- 
ering at 4 o’clock, four hours before 
the time set for the meeting. At 8 
o’clock, when Hon. Milton Smith, chair- 
man of the State Central Committee, 
called for order there were 5000 persons 
in the hall, and as many more on the 
outside pushing for admission. Gov. 
Charles S. Thomas was presented as 
chairman of the meeting, and in an eu- 
logistic speech he introduced Col. Bryan 
who was received with prolonged ap- 
plause. Mr. Bryan spoke as follows: 

“The Bible tells us that Ahab, the 
King, wanted the vineyard of Naboth 
and was sorely grieved because the 
owner thereof refused to part with the 
inheritance of his fathers. Then fol- 
lowed a plot, and false charges were 
preferred against Naboth to furnish an 
excuse for toring rid of him. “Thou 
shalt not covet,’ “Thou shalt not bear 
false witness,’ ‘Thou shalt not kill’-— 
three commandments broken, and still 
a fourth, “Thou shalt not steal,’ to be 
broken in order to get a little piece of 
ground. And what was the _ result? 
When the King went forth to take 
possession, Elijah, that brave oid 
prophet of the early days met him and 
pronounced against him the sentence of 
the Almighty: ‘In the place where the 
dogs licked the blood of Naboth shall 
dogs lick thy blood, even thine.’ Neither 
his exalted position, nor the lowly 
station of his victim could save him 
from the avenging hand of outraged 
justice. His case:was tried in a court 
where neither wealth, nor rank, nor 
power can shield the transgressor. 

“Wars of conquest have their origin 
in covetousness, and the history of the 
human race has been written in char- 
acters of blood, because rulers have 
looked with longing eyes upon the lands 
of others. Covetousness is prone to 
seek the aid of false pretense to carry 
out its plan, but what it cannot secure 
be. persuasion is takes by the sword. 
Senator Teller’s amendment to the in- 
tervention resolutions saved the Cubans 
from the covetousness of those who are 
S60 anxious to secure possession of the 
island that.they dre willing to deny 
the truth of the declaration of our own 
Congress that ‘the people of Cuba are 
and of right ought to be free.’”’ 

Mr. Bryan then reap oy to apply 
the story of Naboth to the Philippine 
uestion, and argued that a war of con- 
uest would be wrong in principle as 
well as expensive, and as harmfu! to 
the people of the United States as to 
the Filipinos.© He spoke at consider- 
able length and concluded as follows: 

“Imperialism might expand the na- 
tion’s territory, but it would contract 
the nation’s purpose. It is not a step 
forward toward a broader destiny: it 
is a step backward toward the narrow 
views of kings and emperors. Dr. Tay- 
lor has aptly expressed it in his ‘Creed 
of the Fleg,’’ when he asks: ‘Shall we 
turn to the old world again?’ 

“Up with the penitent prodigal’s cry. 
“T answer, never. This republic is not 
a wayward son; it has not spent its 
subsistence in riotous living. It is not 
ready to retrace its steps, and with 
shamed face and trembling voice so- 
licit an humble place among the ser- 
vants of royalty. It has not sinned 
against heaven, and God grant that the 
crowned heads of Europe may never 
have occasion to kill the fatted calf to 
commemorate its return from reliance 
upon the will of the people, to depend- 
ance uyon the authority which flows 
from regal birth or superior force.

CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARIAN DEAD 
AT WASHINGTON, 


Noted Journalist, Diplomatist, Pab- 
lic Official and Associate of Great 
Men, Who Made the Magnificent 
Library What it is Today—War 
Correspondent. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY hEPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—John Rus- 
sell Young, librarian of“the Congres- 
sional library, died at his residence 
here at 8:45 o’clock this morning, after 
an illness of seweral weeks. 

Mr. Young has had a notable career 
as journalist, diplomatist, public offi- 
cial, and the intimate associate of dis- 
tinguished public men. He was born 
in Downington, Chester county, Pa., 
November 20, 1841. He was educated 
in the public schools of Philadelphia 
and New Orleans. He secured a place 
on the Philadelphia Press in 1857 as 
copy boy. When Jéhn W. Forney came 
to Washington in 1861, to become Sec- 
reta of the Senate, he brought along 
Young, who by that time had become 
a fluent writer. While acting as Col. 
Forney’s private secretary, Mr. Young 
continued his writings to the Philadel- 
phia Press. By his description of the 
first battle of Bull Run he won his 
spurs as a graphic war correspondent. 
He followed the Army of the Potomac 
to the end of the Chickahominy cam- 
paign. In 1864 he accompanied Gen. 
Nathaniel P. Banks on the Red River 
expedition. On returning he became 
managing editor of the Philadelphia 
Press, which position he resigned in 
1865 to start the Morning Post, which, 
however, was not a success. 

e had contributed to the New York 
Tribune, and his pleasing style at- 
tracted the attention of Horace Greeley 
with the result that in 1866 Young be- 
came managing editor of the Tribune. 


old. His leisure he devoted to the 
study of law, and in 1867 he was ad- 
mitted to the bar in New York City. 
In 1870 he again tried the establishment 
of a newspaper of his own, the Stand- 
ard. About this time, however, Sec- 
retary Boutwell, who was at the head 
of the Treasury Department in Presi- 
dent Grant’s Cabinet, induced Young 
to go abroad to study financial affairs. 
While abroad on this mission the aw- 
ful days of the Paris commune  oc- 
curred, and Mr. .Young’s account of 
the rise and fall of the commune and 
of the stirring days through which the 
French capital passed, is regatded as 
one of the best examples of English 
descriptive writing. ; 

In 1872 he became the European rep- 
resentative of the New York Herald, 
and spent two years in London and 
Paris, and another year in work and 
travel on the continent. In 1877 Gen. 
Grant started upon his memorable trip 
around the world, and on his invita- 
tion Mr. Young joined the party. This 
made him for two years almost a 
member of the family of the great gen- 
eral, and a warm friendship sprang up 
between them. After the return Mr. 
Young wrote “Around the World with 
Gen. Grant.”’ 

During this trip Mr. Young was spe- 
cially interested in China, to which 
country President Arthur sent him in 
1882 as United States Minister. He re- 
mained in China until the opening of 
the first Cleveland administration, 
when he returned to this country and 
in literary and business pur- 
suits. 

When the new library of Congress 
was completed attention was directed 
to the choice of a librarian embodying 
literary ability and executive man- 
agement, and President McKinley 
named Mr. Young on July 1, 1897 He 
entered upon his duties while the li- 
brary was still in its cramped quar- 
ters at the Capitol, and saw it expand 
into the classic temple of the arts and 
literature which is now occupies. The 
transition involved not only a removal 
of vast stores of precious volumes, but 
the complete reorganization of the li- 
brary staff. Mr. Young directed all of 
this, bringing about the change from 
the old to the new with smoothness 
and success. It is said that his time 
had been spent in part of a contribu- 
tion to literature which he had hoped 


to complete as the chief lit 
achievement of his life.

Various commit- 
tees have been authorized by security- 
holders of the company, which include 
the first mortgage, the gold fives, and 
stockholders’ representatives. Nego-

The foreign stockholders’ committee 
is composed of two rival interests, the 
interests of the Banbury Committee 
being actively dealt in on the London 
exchange. The wide disparity in quo- 
tations of this stock in the London and 
New York markets is due in part to 
the fact that the foreign certificates 
are not considered a good delivery in 
this exchange. Application to list the 
certificates of the Banbury Committee, 
representing 360,000 shares, has been 
denied by the Listing Committee of the 
New York Stock Exchange. 


KANSAS SPECIAL SESSION. 


Attorney-General Decides That it 
Was Illegal—Pay Tied Up. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REFORT.] 
TOPEKA (Kan.,) Jan. 17.—Atty.-Gen. 
A. A. Goddard has prepared a decision 
holding that the special session of the 
Legislature called by Gov. Leedy was 
illegal and all laws passed at that ses- 
sion void. He holds that a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature is legal ‘only 
when necessitated by some extraordi- 
nary state of affairs and that there 
was no extraordinary reason for Gov. 
Leedy calling the Legislature together. 
The pay of many of the members will 
be thus tied. Mandamus proceedings 
will be instituted in the District Court 
by ex-Lieut.-Gov. Harvey and the le- 
gality of the special session tested.

a statement from the committee as to 
whether it proposed to investigate any 
particular charge or the entire cam- 
paign. The witnesses whom his side 
would desire to call would be far less 
in the first instance than in the latter. 
Chairman Cosper said the matter was 
nebulous in his own mind, but it was 
in the province of the committee to in- 
vestigate all matters which pertain to 
any candidate and it was his judgment 
that the committee do so. , 

Mr. Bacon very properly insised that 
some charge of improper action should 
be put before the committee, when wit- 
nesses could be brought to refute the 
charge. _ He objected to Mr. Grant be- 
ing draggedV onto the stand as the 
first witness, when there was no charge 
against him to show that there had 
been anything improper in his cam-. 
paign. The resolutions of the Assem- 
bly, under which committee is acting, 
grew, he said, out of a certain article 
in the Call. He demanded that Leake, 
managing editor of the Call, be put on 
the stand to make his charges and state 
what Mr. Green or anybody else had 
told him about the campaign. 

MELICK’S OPPOSITION. 

Attorney Garrett McInery, the pon- 
derous and legal light from San Fran- 
cisco, who, with E. S. Pillsbury, repre- 
sent Leake and John Dough, fcllowed. 
He was exceedingly willing to help the 
committeee. Inasmuch as charges had 
appeared im the Call, he said, if the 
committee would allow Call attorneys 
to put in proofs and bring out the facts 
an end of the investigation could be 
made expeditiously. Melick, still suf- 
fering from the experiences of last ses- 
sion. declared himself absolutely op- 
posed to the attorneys of anybody com- 
ing in to run the investigation. If the 
Call wanted to establish its acts it 
could do so in court. 

Replying to Bacon, he said he would 
consent that when the witnesses were 
on the stand they had a right to have 
attorneys. “‘But we are here to inves- 
tigate this matter,” he said, “and by 
the Eternal, for one, I want an investi- 
gation.” 

His experience two years ago had 
been that until attorneys were banished 
the investigators had been unable to 
make progress. After some further dis- 
cussion, in which the Call attorneys 
again tried to obtain possession of 
the case, Mr. Bacon protested against 
the wrong proposed to be done Mr. 
Grant by making him prove the truth 
of the Call’s charges, if such could be 
proved, Chairman Cosper yielded and 
called for Editor Leake to testify. Mc- 
Inery gently suggested that if the com- 
mittee had adopted his suggestion as 
to procedure, the Call’s first witness 
would be Wright. 

“Yes,” Melick broke in, “that’s the 
dickens.,”’ 

‘He then offered the resolution ‘‘Tnat 
this committee be its own investigat- 
ors, and attorneys shall only interfere 
to protect their own witnesses.”’ 

MADE A BEGINNING. 

After a fruitless discussion of the 
resolution, Chairman Cosper, to make 
a beginning, said he would rule “that 
the representatives of the Call should 
put on their witnesses and put ques- 
tions to them until stopped by. the 
committee. Melick moved that the 
chair be overruled, but there was no 
second to the motion, and the Call at- 
torneys gained an apparent advantage. 
The room had become so crowded that 
the meeting adjourned to a corner of 
the Senate chamber, and Speaker 
Wright was called, but he asked for 
time, as his attorneys were otherwise 
engaged, and a recess was taken until 
evening. 

EVENING SESSION. 

When the committee reassembled At- 
torney Devlin of Wright’s counsel en- 
deavored, as the other attorneys had 
done, to procure a statement from 
the committee as to the course of action 
it would pursue, but Melick | again 
jumped into the breach and objected to 
the attorneys making statements. He 
further declared that he believed the 
committee had made a mistake in 
yielding as it had at the preceding 
meeting, and again insisted on his ob- 
jection, declaring his experience had 
been that attorneys do not further the 
ends of justice. It was very evident 


| that Melick did not propose to let the 


Call nor the attorneys from any side 
handle the case, so it was decided to 
take a vote on his resolution, and it 
carried, Melick, La Baree and Sanford 
voting aye, and Lardner nay.

SAM LBAKE CALLED. 

The field being cleared, Sam Leake 
was called, which was a triumph for 
Grant’s side, as it was Attorney Bacon’s 
original suggestion. Leake was ex- 
amined at length as to the article in 
the Call of January 15, charging Wright 
with accepting money from Grant, 
but refusing to stay bought. He said 
he received the information from 
Wright himself and also from Green. 
Green did not tell him the exact 
amount of money Wright received, 
saynig it was over $1000, but Wright 
told him (Leake) it was $1650. When 
Green returned, Wright greeted him 
with the remark that he was glad 
Green had promised to assist him. 

Wright spoke about $200 to get his 
opponent, Pringle, out of the way, 
and afterward came back for $400 
more. Leake also testified that Green 
told him about a letter from Wright 
from the Sutter Club and a loan from 
Yeazell. Leake said he told the re- 
porters, Levings and Burke, what 
Green had said to him. Burke brought 
a message from Wright saying the 
latter wanted to see him, and that if 
the Call did not change its attitude 
toward the Speaker, it would be ruled 
off the floor. Leake went to the hotel 
and found Wright, who told him that 
the Assemblymen were becomi in- 
dignant at the villification by the Call 
and he (Wright) could: hardly control 
them any longer. He told Leake out 
of friendship. The latter replied that 
he needn’t let friendship interfere, If 
the Call was ruled off it would pub- 
lish the facts about him. Wright 
‘asked if Leake had heard that a cer- 
tain legislator had received money to 
pav. their expenses. Leake said he 
had heard it, and had also heard about 
the amount of money he (Wright) had 
received. 

The committee here asked the names 
of these legislators, and Leake, after 
a show of reluctance and after con- 
sulting his attorneys, gave the names 
of Cutter, Raw and Jilgon. 

Leake said by this tithe Wright was 
agitated. He said: “I admit I did re- 
ceive it, but I’m going to pay it back,’ 
Wright denied having received the 
money from Herrin and offered to pull 
Burns out of the fight if the Call would 
not. print the story about himself. 
Wright became violent and threatened 
to kill Leake if the facts were pub- 
lished; he also threatened a libel suit. 
Leake said he got the original informa- 
tion that Wright had asked Herrin for 
money and would vote for Burris from 
De Young. ‘ 

The day before the Call indorsed 
Wright for Speaker, Leake made an 
appointment with the latter, at which 
he asked Wright if he had made any 
promises to anybody.

The editor 
went on to relate how, among others, 
Muenter of SanJoaquin had been asked 
whether he was for or against Burns, 
and he authorized Leake to say that 
his people were against Burns. At 
Sacramento( however, several Stockton 
people called on Muenter and told him 
that he had made a mistake. They 
declared they would now get no State 
patronage, and he (Muenter) would 
get no chairmanship of committees. 
Leake said because of Muenter’s state- 
ment in the Call he felt a personal in- 
terest in the matter, and sent for 
Wright to come to the Call headquar- 
ters to see about giving Muenter a 
chairsnanship. 

Wright said he would give Muenter 
a place. Then the conversation drifted 
to the Senatorial fight and Wright cori- 
fessed that he was in very bad shape. 
Burns expected him to vote for him, 
but he could not do so on account of 
his marriage relations, social standing, 
etc. Wright told Leake his wife had 
exacted a promise from him that he 
would not vote for Burns and asked 
him “Don’t you think I would be a 
s—— of a b—— to break that promise 
to that little woman?’ 

Leake replied: “I think you would.” 

After Wright changed his vote to 
Burns, Leake met Milton J. Green and 
they walked to the Del Paso saloon 
together. Green said to him that he 
(Leake) had always thought Wright 
was his friend, but the latter had be- 
trayed everything he had said to the 
Burns headquarters. Leake said Green 
called Wright the ‘‘biggest ‘confidence 
operating s—— of a b—— I ever saw.” 
Léake testified that Green told him 
about Wright coming to his office while 
he was out and meeting Mr. Grant and 
announcing that he was for Grant for 
Senator. Wright told Grant or Brown 
that he would need some assistance, 
and was told that Green would attend 
to it. He testified that Wright told 
him he paid Pringle $200 and then said 
he had just poured money into fight.’’ 

In reply to Attorney Devlin, Leake 
said Wright never told him he got 
any money from Grant at all. Leake 
testified that Green had said he had 
given money to Wright to vote for 
Grant. There was no question about 
that, for Green was very mad because 
Wright went back on his word. Melick 
tried to find out if Green had offered 
any inducement for Grant to support 
him. Leake said he told Green he 
didn’t think Grant could win. They 
had heard there was a list of thirty- 
five votes tied up for Grant, but had 
been unable to get that list and didn’t 
believe it existed. On two different oc- 
casions, Leake said, when the question 
about this or that man influencing leg- 
islation arose, Green asserted that he 
had assisted Assemblyman Raw finan- 
cially, and that was as far as he went 
except as to outside parties in the 
counties. Leake said he knew nothing 
of wrong-doing on the part of Burns 
or any other candidate. 

GREEN’S TESTIMONY. 

Milton J. Green was the next witness, 
and his testimony was largely in con- 
tradiction of that given by Leake. He 
declared that the latter had used op- 
probrious epithets to him regarding 
Wright. He had explained to Leake 
how Wright met Grant about a year 
ago and took lunch with him, and sub- 
sequently publicly announced that it 
would give him pleasure to vote for 
Grant for Senator. He related in sub- 
stance a conversation with Leake, in 
which he explained the nature of his 
assistance in Wright’s campaign. 

He declared that his contribution of 
$900 was voluntary ahd unexpected by 
Wright, though made at the sugges- 
tion of some of the latter’s friends. The 
$750 was a loan. Pressed by the com- 
mittee, Green admitted that this was 
all Grant money, and that he had re- 
ceived divers sums, the largest $3000 or 
$4000, from Grant, some’ of which was 
to purchase stocks in Tuolumne mine 
and the rest for legitimate campaign 
purposes. He kept book accounts, and 
thought he could furnish memoranda 
concerning receipts from Grant, but not 
expenditures. He first heard of Wright 
going to vote for Burns from a promi- 
nent man he did not wish to name, be- 
cause he was outside of politics. 

In conclusion, he said he had exacted 
no promise from Wright to vote for 
Grant, and said: “I made contributions 
to the campaigns of gentlemen who 
have never voted for Mr. Grant, and 
who never promised to vote for him or 
who knew that I contributed to their 
campaign.”’

BILLS BY THE SCORE. 


Senators and Assemblymen Rush 
Them in Lively.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 17.—The Sen-

Singer of Wide Reputation Plays a 
Double Role and Comes to 
Grief at ‘Frisco, 


FOUR CHARGES AGAINST HIM. 


COMES OF A MUSICAL FAMILY AND 
WAS POPULAR, 


Efforts to Have His Name Kept from 
the Public Proved Unsuccessful. 
Pioncer Minister no More. 
Three Bridges. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] A burglar arrested last 
Sunday night in the residence of A. R. 
Heyman, No. 623 Eddy street, proves to 
be a tenor of no less reputation than 
Jules Simonsen. The Congregation Oha- 
bai Shalome of the Bush-street syna- 
gogue has often admired the qualities 
of his voice without suspicion of his 
accomplishments as a house-breaker, 
and the Tivoli audiences that applaud- 
ed Thaddeus in the “Bohemian Girl” 
were unaware that the young singer 
was playing a double role in his daily 
life. 

When Simonsen was taken into cus- 
tody he gave the name of James Stew- 
art, and ever since the day of his incar- 
ceration he has made persistent efforts 
to frustrate the devices of the police 
to compel him to divulge information 
about the crimes Of which he is ac- 
cused. Facts have leaked out’ slowly, 
and the man who was seized by the 
officers of the law as a common thief 
is revealed, so the police believe, as a 
brother of Mme. Saville, the famous 
prima donna, who has sung before all 
the crowned heads of Europe and is 
now with De Reszke, Emma Eames 
and Sembrich in the Grau Company in 
New York. Mme. Saville, although 
called an Australian, was born in this 
city. Her father, William M. Simon- 
sen, managed operatic companies, and 
her mother, Fanny Simonsen, was well 
known as a singer. 

Simonsen has been in this city about 
eight months and has stood well in so- 
ciety. He was possessed of a’ good 
voice and made a favorable impression 
in comic opera. On the very night of 
his arrest he was to have sung for 
Rabbi Isidor Meyers at the Bush-street 
Synagogue, and when he failed to ap- 
pear, his friends made inquiries at the 


private house on Eddy street where he 


had a room. On learning of his dis- 
grace, Rabbi Meyers tried to have S8i- 


-monsen’s real name suppressed out of 


consideration for his family in Austra- 
lia. Tonight, however, four charges of 
burglary were entered against him on 
the prison records at the City Hall, 


MANILA’S NEEDS, 


Various Trades and Manufactures 
Inviting Investmert. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17.—The As- 
sociated Press correspondent at Ma- 
nila writes as follows regarding the 
opportunities for investments in the 
Philippines. He says that industrial 
enterprises offer the best inducements, 
and that American labor has no chance 
to compete with the native laborers, 
who can stand the climate, can live 
on the native food, and are in every 
other way more fitted to perform the 
labor of the country than Americans; 
and laboring men are warned to give 


the islands a wide berth in their search 
for new fields. 


Modern street-car lines and modern 
railroads would earn big dividends. 


-Onlv the most primitive affairs now 


exist. and even though the cars are 
uncomfortable and slow, they are 
crowded with passengers from morning 
till night, with the exception of a few 
hours during the hot part of the day. 
Construction would be comparatively 
easy and cheap, owing to the level na- 
ture of the most settled portions 
Electric power would have to be gen- 
erated by steam. 

A modern telephone exchange would 
be an improvement, but present con- 
ditions do not warrant too vast an 
extension in this line. Mechanics, 
skilled in their trade, would do well 
in the growing country. The native 
mechanics are very skillful, but work 
only with the crudest of tools, modern 
appliances being almost unknown. 
There are only two blacksmiths in Ma- 
nila. Five American carriage makers 
with modern machinery could do as 
much work in a day as thirty natives, 
There are no less than 200 Filipino 
carriage shops in the field, and they all 
do well. Americans would have little 
difficulty in getting control of the 
trade. 

An elaborate ice plant is becoming 
a necessity. ‘The ice made is of poor 
quality, and the supply falls far short 
of the demand. The manufacturer 
gets 2 cents a pound for his product. 
A good American hotel is one of Ma- 
nila’s most urgent needs. Modern 
beds and fixtures are a necessity. Many 
private residences are now thrown open 
to transients because the hotel ac- 
commodations are so poor. 

American doctors will find a good 
field for the exercise of their skill. The 
place is very unhealthy, and the na- 
tive doctors are very poorly skilled in 
medicine. 


MAY HAVE DUNHAM. 


Important Letter from lowa Officer. 
Will Be Investigated. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

SAN JOSE, Jan. 17.—Sheriff-~Lang- 
ford, . who, on January 1, succeeded 
Lyndon as Sheriff, has received an im- 
portant letter from Sheriff Smith, at 
Burlington, Iowa. Lyndon had had 
considerable correspondence with the 
Iowa officer prior to the close of his 
term. The letter which Langford has 
received is dated at Burlington, Janu- 
ary 12, and in it the Iowa Sheriff in- 
sists that the man held is Dunham. 


Among other things he says: 


“To the best belief of myself and 
others, he is none other than James 
Cc. Dunham. ‘The photographs sent 
you, which prompted your message to 
me, were the most imperfect like- 
nesses. The prisoner contracted his 
brow until wrinkles appeared, drew in 
his lips, combed his mustache over his 
mouth, stared, and otherwise distorted 
his features until no actual resem- 
blance could be secured. Upon receipt 
of your telegram saying that he was 
not the man, I felt that I would not be 
acting up to my convictions if I paused 
there, and so sent for C. Earl Parr of 
Iowa City, who is a son of the pres- 
ent administrator of the McGlincy es- 
tate of Campbell. The young man had 
some acquaintance with Dunham, and 
upon seeing the prisoner was immedi- 


ately struck with the resemblance to 
the murderer, but would not make up 
his mind at first as to identity. He 
Siayed here one night and all of one 
day, seeing the suspect many times, 
but could not say positively either one 
way or the other. If a man who knew 
Dunham slightly should be so puzzled, 


I believe it well worth while for a man 


who knows him intimately to see the 
prisoner... I am positive that he is the 
man, and hope that you will see your 
way clear to take steps to prove his 
identity.” 

This morning the Sheriff, Chief of 
Police and a number of persons who 
knew Dunham well took the photo- 
graphs and descriptive matter from 
lowa and gave all a close examination. 
As a result it was announced that 
there are sufficient reasons to warrant 
a clearing of the identity in the case. 
It was unanimously agreed by those 
who knew Dunham well that the de- 
scription is that of a man remarkably 
like Dunham, if it is not him. 

Parr, who is mentioned in the let- 
ter, leaves Iowa for San José, and is 
due here next Monday. The Burling- 
ton Sheriff has been wired to hold the 
Suspect until local officers can confer 
with Parr, when he will be further in- 
structed. While the officers will not 
say the man is Dunham, they do say 
they are much interested, and that 
they are exercised is plainly visible. 

TIME EXPIRES TODAY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

BURLINGTON (lIowa,) Jan. 17.—The 
time of prisoner Ed Smith, held here on 
suspicion of being Dunham, will ex- 
pire tomorrow. He will be arrested on 
a technicality and held as long as pos- 
sible to await results from San José. 


FOUL PLAY SUSPECTED. 


Money and Flour Which Parr Had 
Cannot Be Found. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

SAN JOSE, Jan. 17.—A few days 
since Albert Parr, a blacksmith, was 
found with his horse and wagon in the 
Los Gatos Creek near St. James street. 
He was dead and it was supposed that 
he had lost his way in the darkness and 
driven over the bank. The Coroner's 
jury returned a verdict of accidental 
death. 

The officers are now working on the 
case. Parr had made some purchases 
at a store about 5:30 o’clock, among 
the articles a fifty-pound sack of flour. 
The flour has never been found, neither 
has any trace been had of $15 which he 
is Known to have had in his pocket. 
While no direct charges of foul play 
are yet made, there are strong intima- 


tions as well as considerable mystery in 
the case. 


AFTER SHEEP-OWNERS. 


Warrants Out for Their Arrest for 
the Owl’ Train Wreck. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


OAKLAND, Jan. 17.—A deputy sheriff 
left here this morning for Merced 
county with two warrants for the ar- 
rest of the owners of a band of sheep 
which caused the wreck of the “Owl” 
train last week near Merced, by which 
Enginere Woods was killed. 

The coroner’s jury which, on Satur- 
day, investigated the death of Woods, 
charged the owners of the sheep with 
criminal negligence in allowing the ani- 
mals to stray on the railroad and thus 
cause the wreck of the train. The Dis- 
trict Attorney this morning issued the 
warrants for John Doe and Richard 
Roe, as the names of the owners are 
not known to the officiads here. 

The Sheriff of Merced county is ac- 
quainted with the sheep owners, and 
he will point them out to the Deputy 
Sheriff who left this morning with the 
warrants. 


GEN. GRANT’S BROTHER-IN-LAW. 
George W. Dent Passes Away at His 
Home in Lorin. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


OAKLAND, Jan. 17.—George W. 
Dent, brother-in-law of Gen. P. S. Grant 
and uncle of U. 8S. Grant, Jr., candidate 
for United States Senator, died today 
at his home in Lorin, from pneumonia, 
which caused heart failure. He was 
79 years old. 

For sixteen years, Mr. Dent was ap- 
praiser of customs at San Francisco. 
He was appointed by President Grant 
and held office until retired by Presi- 
dent Cleveland. Mr. Dent came to Cal. 
fornia in 1852, engaging in mining in 
Calaveras county. He represented San 
Joaquin and Stantislaus counties in 
the State Senate in 1858 and later was 
interested in mining properties in Tuo- 


lumne county. He leaves a widow and 
a daughter. 


Three Railway Bridge Contracts. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17.—Con- 
tracts were let today by the directors 
of the San Francisco and San Joaquin 
Valley Railroad for the construction of 
three river bridges during the next six 
months. They are all to be on the road 
that is to be built just west of Stock- 
ton. One will cross the San Joaquin 
River proper, with a draw of 233 feet, 
and will cost about $20,000. Another 
will be over Middle River, so-called, 
and will have a draw of 202 feet, and 
one approaching span of 60 feet. It 
will cost about $25,000. The third will 
cross Old River with a draw of 202 
feet, and will have a span at one ap- 
proach of 45 feet. This bridge will cost 
nearly $30,000. 


May Never Preach Again, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17.—The Bul- 
letin says: “The probabilities are that 
Rev. Horatio Stebbins will never preach 
again, He has decided that he no longer 
has the strength of mind and body to 
labor arduously in the service of the 
Lord, and will resign his pulpit in fa- 
vor of Rev. Stopford Brooke of Bos- 
ton. Some time ago Dr. Stebbins was 
stricken with heart failure, and the 
disease has so undermined his system 
that he has been forced to retire. Dr. 
Stebbins has been the pastor of the 
First Unitarian Church of this city 
for over thirty years, succeeding Dr.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17.—William 
H. Hughes, a saloon-keeper, was shot 
and perhaps fatally wounded today by 
William Shaughnessy, at the entrance 
of Police Judge Conlan’s courtroom, 
where Hughes was to have his prelim- 
inary examination for beating Shough- 
nessy and his father over the head 
with an ice pick in Hughes's saloon last 
night during a quarrel. There was no 
provocation for the shooting of today, 
except that Hughes had said he would 
kill Shaughnessy. shots were 
Hughes in the breast 
a e other tting a bystan 
the heel of his shoe.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17.—The 300 
men from Manila, who came in on the 
transport Ohio, were all, with the ex- 
ception of Private Harris, of the Hos- 
pital Corps, found well enough to go 
home. Harris was taken to the divi- 
sion field hospital, and the others were 
not detained by the military authori- 
ties here. They had all been given 
their discharges at Mania, and their 
transportation was not only arranged 
for as far as San Francisco, but they 
were also given their travel pay to 
their homes in the interior States. 


Monterey and Fresno Road, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17.—A. W. 
Jones, president of the Monterey and 
Fresno Railroad Company, who is in 
this city, declares that the projected 
road will be completed from deep 


water at Monterey to Fresno wee a 
\ 


year. The line will pass through 
Blanco, Salinas, Prunedale, San Juan 
and minor stations on the way to Hol- 
lister. In the San Joaquin Valley it 
will pass through Firebaugh and on di- 
rect to Fresno. It is proposed to extend 
it eventually to the Minarette mining 
district, 100 miles east of Fresno. 


Tacoma’s Eleven Warrant Suits. 

TACOMA (Wash.,) Jan. 17.-—The sec- 
ond of a series of eleven suits against 
the city to decide the validity of cer- 
tain warrants began today. The total 
amount involved is $300,000. George W. 
Boggs, ex-City Treasurer, convicted of 
malfeasance in office in connection with 
the warrants, was brought from the 
Walla Walla penitentiary as the chief 
witness for the city. 


Arrived After a Rough Trip. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17.—The 
overdue colliers Czarina and Welling- 
ton arrived today, much to the relief of 
those interested in them. The Czarina 
had a very rough trip and for six days 
was bucking a strong southeast gale, 
which rendered it difficult to manage 
the ship. The Wellington had southerly 
winds to contend with for three days 
and her decks were filled with water a 
great, portion of the time. 


Pioneer Minister Passes Away. 


SANTA ROSA, Jan. 17.—Rev. Albert 
F. White, a pioneer Presbyterian min- 
ister of this State, died here this after- 
noon. He was pastor of the First Pres- 
byterian Church of Oakland in 1852-55; 
Carson City, 1862-71; San Leandro, 1872- 
76, and Los Angeles, 1876-82. He was an 
eminent scholar and noted author. His 
birthplace was Sullivan county, Ind. 


Eighth Regiment Boy Dead. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17.—Fred A. 
Meador of Co. M, Eighth California, 
from San José, died at Alcatraz yester- 
day of cerebro spinal meningitis. The 
funeral took place at 2:30 today at the 
Presidio. He was buried with all mili- 
tary honors by his company, which 
came over from Alcatraz for the yur- 
pose.

TRISH ELECTIONS. 


Remarkable for Waning Power of 
Parnellism—Women Voted. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


DUBLIN, Jan. 17. — [By Atlantic Cable.] 
Judging from the results already known at 
midnight, the Irish elections today have been 
remarkable for the success of the laborers 
and the waning power of Parnellism. The 
new feature is that women were allowed to 
vote for the first time. 

In Dublin, the representation of labor has 
been quadrupled, while the Parnellites have 
secured little more than half their former 
strength, although owing to internal dissen- 
tions in John Red@mond’s party it is rather 
dificult to give accurate estimates. Mr. 
Redmond himself has been elected for one 
ward, but he did not head the poll and tHere- 
fore misses the Aldermanship. Timothy Har- 
rington, Member of Parliament for the Har- 
bor division of Dublin, is in the same boat, 
having been topped by a new laborite. 

In Cork, the Parnellites have done better, 
but they have failed to retain their former 
ascendancy, having now only a majority of 
one over the Dillonites, while the laborites 
have secured nine members. However, wher- 
ever the issue was being a Parnellite and 
an anti-Parnellite, and the question was 
squarely fought, the Parnellites were victor- 
lous. Speaking generally, there is an in- 
crease of Nationalist power, but nothing 
like a rigorous exclusion of Unionists. 


TRIUMPH OF CARLISM. 


Feeling Growing That It’s Spain’s 
Only Chance for Regeneration. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


LONDON, Jan. 18. — [By Atlantic Cable.] 
The Times prints this morning from a corre- 
spondent in Spain a column article on the 
chances of the pretender, Don Carlos. Among 
other things the correspondent says: 

“It is surprising to what an extent the 
feeling that the triumph of Carlism is the 
only chance for the regeneration of Spain 
has spread throughout the country during 
the last few months. Go where you will, 
that is the question of chief discussion. Only 
the clergy hold aloof, professing attachment 
to the regency, in obedience to the Pope's 
instructions. 

“The opinion of the Carlists and of many 
non-Carlists is that if Don Carlos’ should 
land in Spain, the army would go over to him 
in: overwhelming numbers, and ‘would prob- 
ably have a ‘walk over’ after the first. skir- 
mish or two.” 


Mme. Van Dead. 

Mrs. C. E. Vandeveer, better known as 
Mme. Van, Keeper of a notorious house on 
New High street, died at 12:45 o’clock this 
morning, of congestion of the lungs and heart 
disease, superinduced by dissipation. She 
separated from her husband, who was a sa- 
loon-keeper and gambler in San Diego, about 
seven years, and came to Los Angeles, where 
she has since managed a bagnio. Her hus- 
band was last heard of in Seattle. She has 
a married acopted daughter residing at Will- 
cox, Ariz. 


Stolen Wheel Quickly Recovered, 

Charles Kliebe of No. 222 East Pico street, 
paid $80 for a brand-new bicycle yesterday. 
At 7T30 o'closk yesterday evening some thief 
stole it from Main and Washington streets, 
where Kliebe had temporarily left it.

HAND OF RETRIBUTION. 


DEATH CLAIMS POOR NAOMI VON 
SCHMIDT’S PARENTS, 


Their Home in the Enst Destroyed 
by Flames, Mrs. Tisdell Killed 
and He Hovering Between Life 
and the Great (inknown—Strange 
and Brief Career. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

CLEVELAND (0.,) Jan. 17.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) Like the hand of 
retribution, fate has laid low the 
parents of Naomi von Schmidt; the 
baby abandoned at the Midwinter Fair 
Exposition at San Francisco in 1894, 
Today Mrs. Tisdell is dead, and Mr. 
Tisdell is hoverting between life and 
death. and their residence, No. 77 Hough 
avenue, is in ruins. Fire broke out in 
the house early this morning, and in 
attempting to escape Mrs. Tisdell fell 
and was killed, her skull being frac- 
tured. Tisdell fell at the same time, 
and was probably fatally injured. The 
house was burned to the ground. 

When the alarm was given Tisdell 
and his wife dressed hastily, but when 
they reached the head of the stairs 
they found that escape in that direction 
was cut off by the flames, which had 
spread with remarkable rapidity. They 
climbed from a window to the scaf- 
folding on a house in process of con- 
struction on the lot adjoining. They 
had gained the scaffolding in safety, 
and were casting about for a means 
of descending when the structure col- 
lapsed. 


THEIR STRANGE CAREER. 
[BY DIRECY WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Tisdells, who were 
a young couple, neither being over 21 
years of age, came here in 1894, some 
months after their marriage. They 
went to Pacific Grove, where a child 
was born. It was supposed that the 
reason for the abandonment of the lit- 
tle one was that the parents desired 
to eonceal the fact of its birth from 
their relatives. After the parentage of 
the child had been learned, which was 
early in 1896, an attorney representing 
Miss von Schmidt of this city, who 
had taken the child and afterward 
adopted it, wanted a settlement of 
about $5000 for the support of little 
Naomi. The father had no such sum 
of money, but offered to pay what it 
had cost Miss von Schmidt to keep the 
child for the two years she had been 
in her’ possession. 

Miss von Schmidt would listen to no 
terms by which she would lose the 
child, and finally, according to the 
story of the Tisdells’s attorney, the 
father paid her $850. Immediately 
afterward Miss von Schmidt adopted 
the child. This, in the eyes of the law, 
relieved the parents of all responsibil- 
ity, and since then they have not con- 
tributed to the support of the little 
girl. 


MRS. LAUTERBACH APPEALS. 


The Question Held in Abeyance for 
a Supreme Court Ruling. 

The question of jurisdiction raised in 
the Lauterbach case is not to be per- 
mitted to complicate the issues at this 
stage of the proceedings. Judge Clark 
so decided yesterday. 

When the matter of the estate of Fred 
Voss, deceased, was called in Depart- 
ment Two, it came up on the petition 
for distribution on filing the final ac- 
count. The petition of Mrs. Lizzie Lau- 
terbach ‘had been filed meantime, how- 
ever, and her counsel stated that she 
claimed her share of the estate as a 
daughter of the deceased. Counsel for 
the estate pleaded the judgment of the 
court, wherein Judge Shaw had decided 
against the claim set up by Mrs. Lau- 
terbach, but Judge Clark held that that 
judgment was not final. As the case 
stood, it appeared to the court that 
counsel might take their choice, and 
either have the case tried over again, 
or continue the matter of distributing 
the estate until the case had been ap- 
pealed from Judge Shaw’s court and a 
final judgment obtained in the Supreme 
Court. Mr. Horton, representing Mrs. 
Voss, strenuously objected to a retrial, 
as the expense would be large and the 
estate is small. Mr. Hester, represent- 
ing Mrs. Lauterbach, on the other hand, 
desired to have the case heard again 
and intimated to the court that he was 
prepared to argue on the matter of the 
jurisdiction of Judge Shaw to have 
tried the case in the finst instance. But 
Judge Clark was not inclined to listen 
to counsel on the jurisdictional ques- 
tion at that time, holding that it would 
be time enough to raise that point when 
the Lauterbach case had reached a final 
judgment. 

This means that the estate will re- 
main tied up for about two years, as 
it will probably be that length of time 
before the Lauterbach appeal will be 
passed upon by the Supreme Court. 


HOUSTON HAS RESIGNED. 


Captain of the Chain-gang Gives Up 
His Office. 

Capt. Houston, superintendent of the 
city chain gang, has resigned. His res- 
ignation was tendered as the result of 
a dispute with City Jailer Colllins. 

When Houston undertook to take the 


prisoners out to work yesterday morn-_ 


ing there was a Mexican among them 
whom the captain deemed too ill to 
work. The Mexican was only in the way 
the previous day, and complained that 
he was sick. The captain reported the 
circumstance to the jailer when he re- 
turned the prisoners to the jail in the 
evening. Police Surgeon Hagan exam- 
ined the man afterward and found 
nothing wrong with him. He believed 
that the fellow was only shamming 
and recommended that he be sent out 
with the chain gang as usual in the 
morning. 

Jailer Collins ordered the man out 
with the rest of the gang yesterday, 
but Capt. Houston insisted that the 
man was sick and refused to accept 
him. Jailer Collins declared that not a 
man should leave the prison unless the 
Mexican went with the gang. Capt. 
Houston declared that he would not 
take a single man out if the Mexican 
was to be included in the gang. 

Houston waited till Chief Glass ar- 
rived at his office, then laid the matter 
before him. The Chief replied that if 
the doctor pronounced the man. able 
to work, he would have to go out. If he 
proved too ill to work he could sit down 
and look on and be all the better for 
his airing. 

Incidentally the Chief lectured Capt. 
Houston about putting Oregon boots 
on boys, and ordering prisoners sent to 
the dungeon without Knowledge or con- 
sent of the Chief. He instructed Hous- 
ton to proceed to work with all the 
men detailed for outdoor employment 
by the jailer. . 

Capt. Houston went out, but returned 
to the Chief's office presently and ten- 
dered his resignation. The Chief ave- 
cepted ‘it, and sent the gang out to work 
in charge of Guard Frank Cochran. 

Houston feels aggrieved in the matter 
and will probably appeal the case to the 
Police Commission or City Council. He 
was not a regularly appointed. police- 
man, 

Jailer Collins declares that the man 
whom Houston objected to begged to 
be taken out to work. 

Capt. Houston has had charge of the 
chain gang for several years, and has 
generally been considered a capable 
and conscientious officer.

DECLARED A TRUCE 


WATER ARBITRATION WILL NOT 
BE STOPPED AS YET 


Engineers to Be Given Written Con- 
tracts Today—Police Com- 
mission in Session. 


FLOURNOY PROSECUTION FAILS. 


THE SUPERVISORS ADVISED AS TO 
THE STATE REFUND CONTRACT. 


The Lauterbach Case to Be Hung Up 
in the Supreme Court—Emma 
Grace Sent to Whittier—Dis- 
trict Attorney’s Policy. 


The promise to the consulting engi- 
neers of written contracts, and the of- 
fer of Attorney Dunn and Engineer 
Dockweiler to proceed with the water 
arbitration, has ended for a time the 
controversy which on Monday threat- 
ened to stop all proceedings before the 
Board of Arbitrators. The hearing of 
evidence before the board proceeded 
yesterday as if nothing had happened. 
This morning the Council will meet in 
extra session for the purpose of approv- 
ing written contracts with the members 
of the Board of Consulting Engineers, 
and that action is expected to finally 
end.the difficulty. 

The Board of Police Commissioners 
devoted an hour yesterday to the con- 
sideration of routine business. the ses- 
sion being entirely devoid of unusual 
features. 

The Board of Health is cons‘dering 
the matter of prosecuting a physician 
who for ten days failed to report a 
case of smallpox. If a prosecution is 
undertaken an effort will be made to 
make an example of the alleged violator 
of the law. 

The prosecution closed in the Flour- 
new case yesterday at the reconvening 
of court, and Deputy District Attorney 
McComas confessed there was not evi- 
dence upon which to ask the jury to 
convict. The court then instructed the 
jury to acquit, and in short order the 
defendant was at liberty. Apart from 
the statements of Romaldo Lopez, there 
was little evidence against Flournoy, 
and Lopez receded in a most pro- 
nounced manner from the position ta- 
ken by him some time ago. 

Chief Deputy District Attorney Wil- 
bur has advised the Board of Super- 
visors that in his opinion it will be a 
rather dangerous proceeding to repudi- 
ate the contract entered into with Rog- 
ers, Paterson & Slack, the firm of San 
Francisco lawyers who have underta- 
ken to collect for the count'y $104,068.08 
from the state. Mr. Wilbur opines that 
in any case, tre county would be held 
liable in damages for the amount cf the 
commissions. 

Judge Clark yeserday held that there 
were only two ways to deal with the 
petition of Mrs. Lizzie Lauterbach, in 
the estate of Fred Voss, deceased. One 
was to hear the case passed upon by 
Judge Shaw all over again, and the 
other to await a final judgment in the 
case, and then proceed with the mat- 
ter of the distribution of the Voss es- 
tate. Objection was raised to the first 
place, and so the court ordered that the 
matter be stricken from the calendar. 
It will now be hung up in the Supreme 
Court. 

Heretofore the Board of Supervisors 
have been allowing claims made for re- 
fund of moneys paid in under the old 
Fee Bill of 1895, but Mr. Wilbur of the 
District Attorney’s office yesterday gave 
an opinion in which he holds that all 
such claims oubht to be rejected. 

Emma Grace, a girl over 17 years of 
age, was committed to Whittier yester- 
day. The girl confessed to many bad 
habits, but as her stay at the reform 
schogl can only, under the law, be fora 
few months, her reformation can 
scarcely be made complete. 

Frank Escallier, the saloon-keeper, 
was in court yesterday to answer to 
the application of his divorced wife 
that he surrender to her their two lit- 
tle girls. Judge Clark dismissed the 
application. 

The action wherein Dr. Webb was 
seeking to recover, in the Township 
Court, $35 from James Boyle revealed 
a rather odd condition of affairs. Hus- 
band and wife were residing under the 
same roof tree but occupying separate 
apartments and each one defraying 
their share of the household expenses.

CONSULTING ENGINEERS TO RE- 
CEIVE AMPLE PROTECTION. 


Special Council Meeting This Morn- 
ing to Consider Their Claims, 
Meeting of the Police Commis- 
sioners—Physician May Be Prose. 
cuted, 


The trouble in the City Council 
which arose over the proposed employ- 
ment of ex-City Attorney Dunn and ex- 
City Engineer Dockweiler to assist in 
the presentation of the city’s side of 
the case before the board of arbitra- 
tors, and the resultant uneasiness of 
the board of consulting engineers over 
their prospects of securing pay for 
their services, has been settled for the 
present, and the arbitration will now 
proceed as if nothing had happened, 
unless there is another hitch in the 
present plans. The board of engi- 
neers would ‘not have proceeded yes- 
terday morning but for the promise 
given them by some of the members 
of the Council that there would be no 
difficulty about their securing the ap- 
proval of their salary demands. It was 
at first the intention to have the mat- 
ter presented before the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Council, at its regular 


session Saturday morning, but to this 


one or two of the members of the board 
demurred, saying that there was no 
telling how the Councilmen would 
change their minds in the mean time. 
In order that the matter may be set- 
tled at once and for all, it was yester- 
day decided that a special meeting of

the Council be held for the purpose of 
passing upon the matter. Notices 
were sent out before noon yesterday, 
calling a special Council meeting for 
this morning at 9 o’clock. That hour 
was chosen because it was thought the 
board of arbitrators would want to use 
the Council chamber at 10 o’clock, and 
it is expected that the Council will have 
completed its work by that time. The 
purpose of the meeting as stated in 
the call is to enter into a contract ¢vith 
the consulting engineers for the reten- 
tion of their services during the water 
litigation. Such a contract has been 
demanded, and it is considered that, in 
as much as the servicés of the engi- 
neers must be had by the city, it is 
safer for the city and safer for the 
engineers that a written contract be 
entered into between them. Whether 
there will be any opposition to the con- 
tracts at this morning's session will 
not -be- known until the meeting is held, 
but no serious opposition is expected. 
The engineers have been under an im- 
plied or verbal contract with the city 
for months, and they have been paid 
nearly $1000 each for the services ren- 
dered. There is a considerable balance 
due them. 

One of the engineers stated yester- 
day that his reason for demanding a 
contract was that two of the members 
of the Council had served notice that 
they would oppose the approval of 
other demands in the water contro- 
versy, and as it takes six votes to ap- 
prove a demand, the engineers thought 
there was a possibility of their de- 
mands being coupled with the others. 

Ex-City Attorney Dunn and ex-City 
Engineer Dockweiler will continue to 
assist in representing the city before 
the board, until the taking of evidence 
is concluded. Mr. Dunn informed City 
Attorney Haas yesterday morning that 
he would appear in the case until all 
the evidence was in, and would take 
his chances of the Council’s remunerat- 
ing him for his services. Mr. Dock- 
weiler expressed the same sentiments. 
The hearing of evidence before the 
board of arbitration will be concluded 
in about eight days, according to the 
statement of City Attorney Haas, and 
after that there will be a number of 
matters which will engage the atten- 


tion of the attorneys before the award 
can be made. 


MAY BE PROSECUTED. 


Health Department Indignant at the 
Action of a Physician, 


If the Board of Health follows the 
recommendation that has been made to 
it by Health Officer Powers, an example 
will be made of the physician respons- 
ible for not having reported the case of 
smallpox on San Pedro street, near 
Seventh, until ten days after the pa- 
tient had become afflicted with the dis- 
ease. When the matter was reported to 
Health Officer Powers Monday he was 
naturally indignant, and what he said 
to that doctor was in forcible lan- 
guage. His indignation was greater be- 
cause this same doctor had failed to 
report one of the first cases in the city 
until after six davs had elapsed. 

Dr. Powers called Dr. Davisson, a 
member of the Board -f Health, to hear 
the statement the other physician had 
to make, and just what will be done 
about the matter by the board will not 
be known until all of the members can 
be consulted and some plan of action 
determined upon. The Health Officer de- 
clares that there is little use of having 
a law requiring the reporting of con- 
tagious diseases unless it is enforced in 
such an emergency as this. Fortunately, 
the delay in making the report of ‘this 
case has not resulted in any spread of 
the disease. so far as it know’, but the 
results might have been most serious. 

There are now four cases in the city, 
including the one discovered Monday, 
and all of them are isolated from other 
people, so that the chances of a spread 
of the disease to any alarming extent 
are considered very remote. Although 
the health department does not antic- 
ipate any general spread of the malady, 
the vigilance with which it is watched 
is not relaxed for an instant, and the 
department is more than ever in earnest 


in the matter of vaccination of school 
children. 


ONLY ROUTINE BUSINESS, 


Police Commissioners for Once Have 
Nothing Unusual Before Them. 
4:lthough the City Council has filled 
the vacancy on the Board of Police 
comenissioners by the unanimous elec- 
tion of Thomas Goss, that gentleman 
has not signified his intention of ac- 
cepting the place, and as he is now out 
of the city, he could not be present at 
the regular meeting of the board. There 
is no doubt about his accepting the 
position, and it is expected that he wif 
be present at the next regular meeting 
of the commission. The meeting of the 
board yesterday was not opened 
promptly on time, some of the mem- 
bers failing to arrive by 10 o'clock, but 
when the meeting did begin, the busi- 
ness was disposed of in a hurry, there 
being nothing of an unsual character 
for the consideration of the members. 

Chief Glass filed his monthly report 
for December, which was placed on file. 
It shows that during that month the 
police made 379 arrests, of which cases 
58 were dismissed in court; 297 con- 
victed; 16 held to answer and 8 still 
pending. The property recovered by 
the detectives was worth $2288. The 
patrol wagons responded to 322 calls, 
traveling 425 miles, and brought 346 
prisoners to the jail. Twenty-six per- 
sons werd hauled to the Receiving Hos- 
pital in the patrol wagons, and five 
were conveyed to their homes. The 
total amount of fines and forfeitures 
paid into the courts was $497. There 
were 79 cases of medical treatment reg- 
istered, and 108 lodgers were accommo- 
dated at the Police Station. 

The application of E. P. Jope for ap- 
pointment as a special policeman, which 
had been referred to the Chief at the 
last meeting of the commission, was 
returned by that official with an un- 
favorable report upon it. The applica- 
tion was therefore denied. 

At the last session of the board “Dr.” 
Wong Tom, ‘a Chinese, presented a bill 
for $27 against Patrolman Wesley J. 
Fifield, on account of professional 
services alleged to have been rendered 
to the officer. This matter had been re- 
ferred, and yesterday a sworn state- 
ment was received frem Patrolman 
Fifield, in which he stated that the 
“doctor” had no legal claim against 
him. He asserted that he had met the 
Chinaman on the street, and the latter 
had solicited his trade. He took cer- 
tain treatment, the understanding bde- 
ing that unless he was cured he was to 
pay nothing for the services. He de- 
clares that the treatment did not bene- 
fit him, and he told the Chinaman so, 
and quit taking his medicine. Since 
then he has seen Wong Tern, but noth- 
ing has been said to him about money, 
and the first he knew of the bill against 
him was when it was presented before 
the Police Commission. The Chief said 
the matter was in such shape as the 
courts only could decite it, and he. rec- 
ommended that the commission take no 
action. The snembers expressed thtm- 
selves as being willing to insist that 
any officer be made to pay his just 
debts, but they did not want to have the 
commission made a collection agency. 
It was decided to return the bill to 
Wong Tom, with the information that 
the commission could do nothing for 
him. The Chinaman was present and 
was told through an interpreter of the 
decision of the board. 

Applications were received from a 
number of persons for permits to carry 
concealed deadly weapons and the fol- 
lowing were granted upon recommen- 
dation of the Chief, an investigation of 
al) the applications having been made 
by. the detectives: Charles W. Keith, 
M. Lewis, J. H-. Lane, John Lopizich 
and William Bryant. The application 
of I. F,. A.. Werner was denied, as he, 


‘the men in order 


cuold not be found at the address men- 
tioned in his application, and none of 
the Commissioners know who he Is. 

Wong Tom, the Chinese “doctor,” pre- 
sented bills against Patrolmen Fowler 
and Dyke for $18.25 and $23 respectively, 
the Chinaman alleging that he had ren- 
dered professional services to the offi- 
cers. The bills were referred to the 
Chief for investigation. 

The application of Prank Bass for 
permission to carry a revolver was re- 
ferred to the Chief. 

The Commissioners asked for an ex- 
planation of the manner in which in- 
vestigations of applications for saloon 
licenses and saloon license transfers 
were made. They were informed that 
the rule had been heretofore for reports 
on such matters to be made two weeks 
after reference, unless other orders 
were given. The members thought one 
week long enough for investigating 
transfers of licenses, and hereafter re- 
ports will be expected on such matters 
one week after the applications are pre- 
sented before the commission. Applica- 
tions for new licenses will be given two 
weeks. 

The committee appointed at the last 
meeting for the purpose of investigat- 
ing the request of one of the electric 
railroads that the policemen be required 
to use pass books, instead of being al- 
lowed to ride on their stars, reported 
that they had not been able to see the 
managers of any of the street railways, 
and therefore they were not ready *o 
make a final report. The committee was 
granted further time. 

On motion of Mr. Pascoe the present 
rules of the police department were 
declared to be the rules under the new 
commisssion, until such a time as the 
members decided to change them. 

The application of Bernard McKobe 
for a saloon licens® at No. 1801 Bast 
Ninth street, was referred to the Chief. 
Similar action was taken on the appli- 
cation of David Hunter, for a transfer 
to himself of the license at No. 860 
South Main street. The commission then 
adiourned to take part in the monthly 
inspection of the department. 


Uuiforms For Street Sweepers. 
Uniforms will be issued this morning 


to all the men engaged in the hand- 
sweeping of the streets. The uniforms 
were delivered yesterday to Street Su- 
perintendent Drain, and each of the 
sweepers will be expected to don 
his suit of brown duck this morning. 
Numbered stars will also be issued to 
that they may be 
identified. in event of any dispute be- 


tween them and any citizen on the 
streets. 


‘AT THE COURT HOUSE, 


A SPEEDY ACQUITTAL. 


HARRY L. FLOURNOY, THE PASA- 
DENA BUTCHER, A FREE MAN, 


Deputy District Attorney McComas 
Moved the Court to Instruct the 
Jury—A Verdict Returned With- 
out Their Leaving the Stand. 


The case against Harry L. Flournoy, 
who was accused of being the very 
head and front of the scheme to raid 
the herds in the vicinity of Old Mis- 
sion, fell flat to the ground yesterday 
morning. Mr. McComas intimated to 
the court that he did not think there 
was evidence enough upon which to 
obtain a conviction, and thereupon 
‘Judge Smith instructed the jury to 


return a verdict of acquittal, and that 
was done. 


The story as told originally by Ro- 
maldo Lopez. specifically connected 
Flournoy with the case. Of the fifteen 
head of cattle that he alleged he had 
driven into the Old Mission ccrral, all 
but four were killed, two of these were 
let run in the corral and the remaining 
two, he gaid, were driven back to the 
herd on the Laguna ranch, to fatten 
up and to be stolen again later. While 
confessing his own guilt in the matter, 
Lopez said that he raided the herds 
because of an understanding with 
Flournoy, because without a market 
for his cattle it would have been use- 
less to steal them, and to seek a market 
promiscuously would have been to in- 
vite detection. 

All of this appeared reasonable 
enough, but upon the witness stand 
Lopez would not, or could not, say any- 
thing regarding Flournoy beyond the 
fact that he had a bargain with him. 
Such a bargain the defense was pre- 
pared to concede, it being merely an 
understanding that Flournoy would 
buy any cattle that Lopez might bring 
along if the animals were in good con- 
dition. The mere fact that two of the 
purchased animals were allowed to 
run loose in the corral. where they 
could easily be seen and recognized, 
was cited as an evidence that Flournoy 
did not know the manner in which they 
had been acquired by Lopez, and that 
he was acting innocently in the mat- 
ter. 


THE MYSTERIOUS FUNDS. 


The County Advised That Rescind- 
ing Might Be Dangerous. 

The Supervisors of this county, as 
well as the Supervisors of a number 
of other counties in the State, do not 
exactly know where they stand with 
regard to the contracts entered into 
with Rogers, Paterson and Slack of 
San Francisco, for the collection of cer- 
tain funds, said to be owing by the 
State to this and other counties. 

So far as Los Angeles county is con- 
cerned, and in all probability the other 
counties that entered into contract 
with the northern firm of lawyers, acted 
similarly. the matter was discussed at 
Jjength by the Board of Supervisors, and 
a special effort was put forth through 
the Auditor’s office to find out just 
where these mysterious moneys were 
to be found. It was thought then that 
probably the District Attorney could 
attend to the matter just as well as 
Rogers. Paterson and Slack, if only it 
could be discovered where the money 
lay. It was only when investigation, 
in this regard proved futile that the 
Board of Supervisors signed the con- 
tract with the San Francisco law firm. 
The contract itself was a printed docu- 
ment, and undoubtedly had been drawn 

are. 

rae. that it has been revealed that 
the claim set up on behalf of Los An- 
celes'county against the State amounts 
to the large sum of $104,068.02, and the 
exact effect of such a claim and other 
similar ones being enforced being un- 
derstood, a strong objection to the 
moneys being collected is being dis- 
played. Sacramento and other counties 
having repudiated the contract, the 
Roard of Supervisors referred the mat- 
ter to the District Attorney ‘or advice 
as to whether it would 
for Los Angeles county to ne 
and rescind the contract. anes 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Wilbur of 
the District Attorney's office advised 
the board in the matter. In his ¢pin- 
ion it is quite within the power of the 
Supervisors to instruct Rogers, Pater- 
son and Slack to refrain from taking 
any further steps in the matter, but 
that that would not necessarily relieve 
the county from the responsibility of 
paying the full amount of commission 
the firm of attorneys might bo entitlei 
to under the contract. To acinally res- 
cind the contract would necessitate the 
consent of the: attorneys, who were 
parties to the contract, and, provided 
the legal document itself leaves no loop- 
hole of escape, Mr. Wilbur did not 
think it a safe proceding for the county 
to retire from, the contract altogether. 


Sacramento county, in repudiating the | 


contract, recited that it was invalid and 
void, but the mere. announcement to 
that cffect does not make it so, and 
the fact that a bill has been introduced 
in the Legislature to prohibit the coun- 
ties from collecting these moneys, in- 
dicates that the claims set up have a 
valid foundation. 

It was also pointed out that if Los 
Angeles county did rescind its contract, 
then in the event of a tax being levied 
to pay the claims of other counties that 
had not -retired, this county weuld be 
muleted in a large amount for which 
absolutely no return would be obtained. 

The claims now in dispute arise out 
of the fact that previous to 1893 the 
several counties of the State collected 
the taxes on a commission. In that 
year the act governing the matter was 
repealed, but it is contended that the 


repealing act was in certain particulars. 


invalid, and consequently illegal and 
void. 


A NAUGHTY GIRL. 


A Girl Being Restrained at Rather 
Late Date. 

Emma Grace, a girl over 17 years of 
age, was yesterday committed by Judge 
York to the Whittier Reform School 
as an incorrigible. The girl did not 
appear at all abashed at the hard 
things her mother said against her, 
and Mrs. Grace was in no wise back- 
ward in telling of the shortcomings of 
her daughter. 


It appeared that the Graces have 
seven chidlren, four of whom have been 
residing at home with their parents 
on West Thirty-eighth street. The 
father is a carpenter, and the mother 
does work when she can get it. Some 
time ago an elder daughter was before 
the court as an incorrigible, and at 
that time the mother alleged she was 
contaminating Emma by her bad ex- 
ample and evil counsel. Mrs. Grace 
took all that back yesterday, however, 
and gave it as her opinion that Emma 
had displayed a knowledge and ability 
to cut out an evil course for herself. 
For some time past the girl has, with 
her dubious acquaintances, been a fre- 
quent visitor at different saloons about 
town, and a week ago was taken from 
out a house of ill-fame. 

The girl offered no excuses in her 
own behalf. beyond saying that her 
father had told ‘her more than once to 
clear out, and she had merely taken 
him at his word. She acknowledged 
that she used bad words, had bad as- 
sociates, and smoked cigarettes, and 
as she was thus self-convicted, Judge 
York made the order of commitment 
as desired, 

As Emma Grace is several months 
over 17 years of age, it will only be a 
few months until she attains legal age, 
and will have to be released from the 
restraints of the reform school. 


A NEW DEPARTURE, 


j 
The District Attorney Disallows 
Claims Considered Good. 

The District Attorney returned to 
the Board of Supervisors yesterday a 
little batch of claims, without appro- 
val, and that, consequently, will be re- 
jected by the board, which practically 
knocks out a line of claims aggregating 
some thousands of dollars. Those re- 
turned yesterday were as_ follows: 
James H. W. Patterson, $19; Directus 
A. Cole, $25; Kitty H. Spooner, $7; 
Maria C. de Arnez, $32; H. H. Maynard, 
$23; and N. M. Hubbard, $23. 

These claims are for the refunding 
of moneys paid under the Fee Bill of 
1895, requiring a deposit of $1 for each 
$1000 of the appraised valuation of 
estates in excess of $3000 at the time 
of the filing of the inventory. 


Chief Deputy District Attorney 
Wilbur draws attention, in the 
opinion he prepared, to the 
fact that that portion of the 
Fee Bill of 1895 had been held to be 
unconstitutional. For the reason that 


payment of the moneys was voluntary, 
he does not think that they can be re- 
covered. In a case where the attempt 
was made to recover money ‘paid un- 
dcr an alleged unconstitutiona! statute 
the Supreme Court held: 

. “If the provisions referred to were 
constitutional, then, there is no basis 
for the action; if they are unconstitu- 
tional, and the plaintiffs were ignor- 
ant of this at the time, the case be- 
comes only one where the recovery is 
sought because the payment is made 
under a mistake of law, a ground which 
cannot prevail: if the plaintiffs knew 
the act to be unconstitutional, as they 
protested it was, then the case is only 
an attempt to recover an illegal de- 
mand. Voluntarily paid, knowing it to 
be illegal at the time, and is-not, of 
course. entitled to any consideration.” 

Inder this and another similar rul- 
ing. Mr. Wilbur holds it as clear that 
any of the parties, instead of making 
payment to the clerk, could have com- 
pelled him by mandamus to have filed 
the inventory, as was done in a case 
cited. 

As these claims have heretofore been 
allowed by the board, and as almost 
all of them are presented by attorneys, 
Mr. Wilbur has included in his opinion 
a long list of authorities to sustain 
him in the position he has taken, 


THE ESCALLIER MINORS, 


The Mother Seeks Recovery of Her 
Two Girls. 

Some time ago Frank Escallier ob- 
tained a divorce from his wife, and the 
custody of the three children was 
awarded to him. Yesterday Mrs. Es- 
callier appeared in Department Tso 
on an application that the decree he 
modified so far as to permit her to re- 
cover possession of the two girls. 

Louise and Berthe Escallier are 8 and 
9 years of age, respectively. and were 
confided to the care of the Sisters at 
Catholic Orphanage at Boyle 
Heights at the time of the divorce. The 
boy Frank, who is about 12 years old, 
testified yesterday, and with much sob- 
bing refused to concede as correct the 
statements that Attorney Appel sought 
to put into his mouth. 

It was alleged that Mr. Escallier al- 
lowed Frank to serve in the saloon, 
and in’ his presence used vile language 
and associated with lewd women, and 
it was furthermore stated by counsel 
that about Christmas time the littie 
girls were brought home and given sv 
much wine to drink that they were 
actually intoxicated. Several witnesses 
were put forward on behalf of Mrs. 
Escallier, but not one would testify tu 
any of these facts. Mrs. Escallier fell 
down completely in her proof. On the 
other hand, two of the Sisters from the 
orphanage testified to the care dis- 
played by Escallier for his little girls, 
and other witnesses testified as to the 
father’s similar line of conduct toward 
his boy. Judge Clark dismissed the 
application without prejudice. 


A DIVIDED HOUSEHOLD,

A Husband and Wife That Maintain 
Individual Independance. 

Owing to domestic infelicity of some 
kind James Boyle made public notifi- 
cation several weeks ago that he would 
not be responsible for any debts con- 
tracted by his wife, Mrs. Maggie 
Boyle. Dr. B. O. Webb did not see 
that notice, refuses to be bound by it, 
and was in the Township Court yester- 
day attempting to recover $35 for medi- 
cal services from the husband, 

The case appeared to be a rather 
complicated one all around. Mrs. 
Boyle was distressed very much by a 
suspicion that her husband was not 
faithful to her, and eventually she ac- 
cused him openly of offending. He ex- 
pressed the greatest indignation, and 
while still moved by anger left his 
home and in due time filed a suit for 
divorcee. Pending a determination of 


the action, he was ordered by the court 
to pay alimony, and from this sum the 
husband thinks his wife ought to de- 
fray her household expenses. 

Mean time Mrs. Boyle made ovef- 
tures of reconciliation to her husband, 
and for the sake of the children she 
begged him to return home, and he did 
so. The action for divorce was dis- 
missed, and they both again reside in 
the same house, but not as husband 
and wife. Separate apartments are 
maintained, and the dpmestic economy 
of the household is carried on on, the 
individual plan.

AN IRRIGATION DIVISION, 

The last report of the Secretary of 
Agriculture calls attention to the im- 
portance of the irrigation problems of 
the arid West, and asks for further 
legislation to supplement the action 
of Congress at its last session, which 
made the following appropriation: 
“$10,000 for the purpose of collecting 
from agricultural colleges, agricultural 
experiment stations and other sources, 
information on the subject of irriga- 
tion.”” In referring to this, the Sec- 
retary said: 

“With a view to securing economy 
in the general administration of this 
fund, it was decided not to create a 
separate division for the work. As, by 
the terms of the act, the work was 
largely to be done in codperatig= with 
the agricultural colleges and  peri- 
ment stations, its general supervision 
was intrusted to the director of the 
Office of Experiment Stations.” 

Believing that this investigation is 
destined to be of great service to the 
West, and that no branch of the gen- 
eral government can do more to pro- 
mote the settlement and reclamation 
of the arid States than the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, we trust that 
Congress will deal generously with it 
at this session, and provide, as the 
Secretary requests, for its permanent 
establishment. If this is done, we 
trust the limits of the original appro- 
priation will so modified as to 
broaden the scope of the investigation 
and to give it the recognition which 
the importance of the subject deserves. 
Confining this investigation to the 
work of agricultural colleges and ex- 
periment stations is to exclude the co- 
operation and aid of many whose ex- 
perience is of the utmost value. Im- 
portant work can be done in these 
stations, and their aid and codépera- 
tion should be secured, but there is a 
wider field entirely outside of theirs. 
This includes the ideas and experience 
of farmers who use water, the engineer 
who plans and builds the works to di- 
vert it, the attorneys who direct the 
litigation over water rights, and the 
courts which determine their rights. 
The relation of all these classes of 
citizens to our irrigation problems is 
direct and important, and they have 
done and must in the future do the 
principal work in shaping events by 
which our ultimate success will de 
governed. That the Secretary recog- 
nizes this is shown by another para- 
graph of his report, as follows: 

“It is clear that a crisis has been 
reached in the life of the community 
in which agriculture is dependent upon 
irrigation for its success. The laws 
and institutions relating to irrigation, 
which have grown up in these con- 
munities, have in many ways proved 
so inadequate and unsatisfactory that 
there is a wide-spread reformation. 
Unfortunately, the accurate informu- 
tion on which along intelligent re- 
forms can be based is almost wholly 
lacking. As the problems which con- 
front these communities are, in a 
general way, the same, and in many 
particulars affect the national as well 
as local interests, it is highly appro- 
priate that the national government 
undertake investigations to aid in the 


solution of the problems of irriga-_ 
tiocn.”’ 


We do not believe we over-state 
when we say that no service which 
the Agricultural Department can ren- 
der this country exceeds in value a 
proper presentation to the people of 
the West and to Congress of the 
problems which must be solved in or- 
der to secure a just distribution of 
our streams and the reclamation of 
the remaining portion of the irrigable 
public domain. These problems are 
peculiar to the arid west. They deal 
with climatic conditions not found mM 
the eastern half of the country, and 
with institutions foreign alike to the 
past experience and ideas of the Anglo- 
Saxon race. In order that they may 
be properly investigated and properly 
presented, two things we believe are 
necessary: 

First, that this work should be or- 
ganized as a separate division, and 
have a character and purpose of its 
own. 

Second, that it should be in charge 
of men who have by experience and 
achievements won the confidence and 
respect of the arid West, and in doing 
this have come to understand and 
sympathize with the ideas and needs 
of the irrigators. As an adjunct of 
another division organized for other 
and different purposes, and in charge 
of men having no special knowledge 
of irrigation, but who were chosen be- 
cause of their attainments in other 
lines, it would, we believe, be a mis- 
take. That in such case the results 
would be as valuable as could be ob- 
tained should the work be directed 
by 


Specialists in irrigation can 
soareely be claimed. 


~~ §TATISTICS OF RAILWAYS. 

The twelfth annual report of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, just 
issued, contains a large amount of in- 
teresting and important statistics, as 
usual, upon the railway business of 
the country. It appears from the pre- 
liminary report on the income account 
of railways in the United States for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1898, 


prepared by the commission’s statis- 
tician, that “the gross earnings of 
operating railways, the returns of 


which were received prior to Decem- 
ber 1, representing 181,333.62 miles of 
line, or 97 per cent. of the operated 
mileage in the United States, were 
$1,238,523,380. The operating expenses 
were $811.241,458, leaving the net 
earnings $427,281,922.”. From sources 
other than those due to the operation 
of the roads, the incomes of these 
roads amounted to $39,508,194. A large 
part of this income, however, is re- 
ceived as interest on railway bonds 
and dividends on railway stocks owned 
by operating railways. 

For the year ending June 30, 1898, 
the total income of the operating rail- 
ways covered by the report was $466,- 
790,116. For the same period the to- 
tal deductions from income—including 
taxes (amounting to $41,699,348.) in- 
terest on funded debt, rents for leased 
lines, and other charges—amounted to 

358,189,202. The operating railways 
declared dividends aggregating $65,- 
995,915. The surplus earnings for the 
year amounted to $42,604,999. The 
corresponding figures for the preced- 
ing year showed a deficit of $1,412,399. 

A gratifying feature of the report 
is the showing that since the enact- 
ment of the Safety Appliance Act, by 
Congress, in 1893, the number of 
casualties has materially decreased. 
There were 1034 fewer employés killed 
and 4062 fewer injured during the 
year ending June 30, 1897, than dur- 
ing the year ending June 30, 1893. In 
the railway service, during the year 
1897, there were 1693 men killed and 
27,667 injured from all causes. The 
number of employés killed in coupling 
or uncoupling cars has been reduced 
one-half, and the number of injured 
in the same line of work has been re- 
duced in about the same proportion, 
through the adoption of safety appli- 
ances aS required by the law. 

The significance of the above figures 
will be better understood when it is 
stated that in the Spanish-American 
war only 298 men were killed in ac- 
tion and only 1645 were wounded. The 
report says: 

“Application of the _ self-coupling 
device and other safety appliances is 
now being seriously considered in 
Great Britain, where the ratio of lives 
lost to the number of men employed 
in coupling and uncoupling cars is re- 
ported to be 1 to 350. The ratio in 
this country has been reduced to 1 
man killed out of each 600 injured in 
coupling and uncoupling cars. 

“Figures submitted by a _ leading 
railroad company indicate that the 
automatic coupler will save a large 
sum annually in comparison with the 
expense incurred in former years in 
applying and maintaining the link- 
and-pin type; and this does not in- 
clude the reduced ccst to the roads 
resulting from fewer suits for damages 
by injured employés. The Master Car 
Builders’ coupler, which is new 
superseding all other types, was 
brought into use by the necessities of 
railroad development. For instance, 
in the application of the train-brake 
appliance there was too much play 
or slack in the link-and-pin coupler 
to enable the brake to be successfully 
operated. The automatic coupler not 
only minimizes the danger -to em- 
ployés, but also meets the require- 
ments of railway operation.” 


SUNBEAMS FROM CUCUMBERS. 

The local organ of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad—to-wit, the Evening 
Oxpress—has so long been engaged in 
the more or less congenial occupation 
of extracting sunbeams from cucum- 
bers, that it has become something of 
an adept at the business. In glaring, 
not to say flamboyant, headlines, it 
announced yesterday that “Senator 
Bulla’s Chances Brighten.” And ina 
labored editorial, characteristic chiefly 
for its asininity, the evening Espee 
organette attempts to show that Grant 
is out of the Senatorial race. The at- 
tempt is not an honest one, neither 
is it in the least degree effectual. It 
shows nothing worth mentioning save 
the amateurish efforts of the writer 
to be sarcastic. 

The line of argument (so-called) put 
forth by the S. P. organ is that “the 
number of ballots taken without ma- 
terial change in the Senatorial con- 
test at Sacramento shows that Grant 
has reached the flood-tide of his 
vote. . .. He has twenty-seven 
votes and leads the ballot, but as no 
more are to be had [sic] those twen- 
ty-seven mean nothing to him except 
the expense of getting them.” For 
these reasons, it is argued, Mr. Grant 
should withdraw from the contest. It 
is urged, in the same article, that Bulla 
should continue in the fight to the 
last ditch, and the idea is put forth 
that he has some chance of winning! 

It is difficult to consider with pa- 
tience the silly propositions of the 
evening organette. Mr. Bulla, since 
the balloting began, has lost two votes, 
leaving him but 9 out of a total vote, 
on joint ballot, of 120. He is in im- 
minent danger of losing more votes 
at any time. There are two or three 
of his nine votes which cannot be 
counted upon by him with any cer- 
tainty, and these will undoubtedly go 
to Grant when they leave him. There 
is no prospect that Bulla can gain 
votes from any quarter, unless the 
Burns gang should suddenly throw its 
vote to him. Such an accession of 
votes would not be sufficient to elect 
Bulla, for his meager nine votes— 
which will probably dwindle to six Br 
seven within the next two or three 
days—would not form a respectable 
nucleus for a successful ballot. 


‘The idea that, under such circum- 


stances, “Bulla's chances brighten” is 
too preposterous for serious consider- 
ation. Mr. Bulla has been a losing 
candidate from the beginning. He is 
far weaker today than he was when 
the balloting began. He is certain to 
grow weaker rather than stronger as 
the balloting proceeds. He has no 
elements of strength which have not 
been revealed by the balloting. A 
maximum of eleven votes, which 
quickly shrunk to nine, is all the 
strength he can boast, with no pros- 
pect of gains in the future. 

The claim that has been set up on 
Mr. Bulla’s behalf by the Espee or- 
ganette, to the effect that Bulla is 
“the almost universal second choice 
of the Republican element in the Leg- 
islature,” is preposterous, silly, and 
baseless. There is no more ground for 
saying that Bulla is the “almost uni- 
versal” second choice of the Republi- 
cans than there is for saying that 
Mr. Barnes, for instance, is the ‘‘al- 
most universal” choi@ée of the Demo- 
cratic element in the Legislature. In 
point of fact, there is no good reason 
for supposing that in the event of a 
break in the deadlock, Bulla would 
gain a single vote from any of the 
candidates heretofore voted for. He 
would be likely to lose rather than to 
gain. 

Mr. Grant, with three times as many 
votes as Bulla, and with two more 
than Burns, is not only the leading 
candidate, but has by far the better 
prospect of ultimate success. If any 
of the candidates now before the Leg- 
islature has a chance of election, that 
candidate is Ulysses §. Grant, for he 
has many elements of strength which 
are lacking in the other candidates. 


Even if Mr. Bulla ever had any 
chance of being elected to the United 
States Senate, which he hadn’t, his 
stubborn resistance to a union of the 
Southern California forces for a Sen- 
ator from this end of the State has 
made his case hopeless and impossible. 
The Grant men are far more likely 
to vote for Burns now than for Bulla, 
under the rule that it is better to sup- 
port the principal than his’ sly and 
foxy agent. lt is altogether likely 
that it will be discovered at Sacra- 
mento that there are others than the 
Angelefio in the Senatorial contest 
who are fairly good stayers and at 
least reasonably stubbern. 


lf anybody buys a vote or sells a 
vote at Sacramento, we hope to. see 
the guilty buyer or seller exposed and 
punished to the limit, no matter what 
camp the guilty persons may be in. 
At the same time, let the investigation 
be broad enough to include everything 
of a corrupt character. In that event 
there may be the landing of come 
particularly large fish from the yellow 
knockery in San Francisco. “Hew to 
the line, let the chips fall where they 
may,” but, gentlemen of the Investi- 
gating Committee, do not do all the 
hewing on one log. 


The court-martialing of Gen. Eagan 
cannot begin too soon, nor finish too 
quick to suit the people of the coun- 
try who have a pride in the army’s 
good name, and who respect the 
quality of gentlemanliness in men. 
The case against Eagan is clear-cut 
and it ought not to take many days 
for an honest military court to ad- 
minister the punishment that that of- 
ficer has richly earned. 


The assistant Burnsites who are 
campaigning for Mr. Bulla are chas- 
ing something far more substantial 
than rainbows. If you don’t believe 
it, look up the connections of most of 
them and you will find that they wear 
the Uncle Coilis brand of collar with 
an airy grace that is lovely to be- 
hold. Those who do not wear the 
collar at present ‘as ’opes. 


The Evening Duckfit becomes more 
glitteringly idiotic in its rattling 
around on the Senatorial question as 
each day goes by. In addition to 
praying to be saved from a good .many 
cther things, Mr. Bulla ought to offer 
up a few choicely-worded supplica- 
tions to be saved from such fool friends 
as the Evening Espee. 


“Bulla’s Chances Brighten,” says the 
Evening Espee, in its biggest headline 
type. The ground for this brilliant 
conclusion seems to be the fact that 
Bulla has lost two of the eleven votes 
he had at the beginning of the con- 
test, has gained none, and is daily ex- 
pectin€ to lose at least three more. 


It is somewhat exasperating, come 
to think of it, that the Bulla tail of 
8 votes should not be permitted to 
wag the Grant dog of 27 votes; i.e., 
looking at it from the Bulla stand- 
point. But then the 27 Grant men 
don’t seem to look at it that way, the 
unreasonable creatures. 


It is most lamentable that a ‘war so 
glorious in its achievements as. that 
waged by the United States against 
Spain should have developed such 
shameful inefficiency and such scan- 
dalous conduct as has been brought 
out by the investigation of the War 
Department. 


The Emperor of China, who is en- 
gaged in training goats and monkeys, 
about which complaint is made, might 
be doing worse things. For instance, 
were he an American citizen, he might 
be in California trying to elect Dan 
Burns to the United States Senate. 


We now have a Police Commission 
which looks as if it ought to do busi- 
ness.

Vaccination. 
HUMANITARIAN: I have read your 
article in Sunday’s issue under head 
of “Must be Vaccinated,” and also the 
article under head of “Vaccination” in 
the magazine portion of the same pa- 
per. I fully agree with the party who 
sent you the communication which you 
publish. In your paper this morning 
you say “Vaccination of children is one 
of the measures which avert the dan- 
ger and no parent should object to hav- 
ing his child vaccinated.”” Why do you 
simply say “vaccination of children?” 
Is a child any more liable to contract 
the disease than an adult? Are the 
children in the schools more exposed 
to contagion than the clerks in the 
People’s Store, Coulter’s, Boston Dry 
Goods Store, etc.? Are they more ex- 
posed than street! car employés and oth- 
ers who traverse the entire city and 
who come in contact with more people 
in one day than a child will in a month? 
Why are the children-singled out for 
this butchery? Why not require every 
person, regardless of age, within the 
city limits, including the tourists who 
are here, to be vaccinated? 

It' is claimed by some that we get the 
tourists here to “bleed” them, why not 
bleed them in the arm, or leg, and give 
them something to take home with 
them? They have in many instances 
come through places where smallpox is 
said to exist. Are the school children 
more likely to disseminate the disease 
than these tourists? As a rule school 
children go direct to and from school 
and when out of school are at home, 
or in the neighborhood of their homes, 
while adults pursuing their daily avo- 
cations, are in all parts of the city and 
with all kinds and classes of peopl.e 
If under a similar law which the Board 
of Education and the Board of Health 
are working, the City Council 
should pass an ofdinance that every 
person within the city limits should be 
vaccinated or leave the city, do you 
think and judge on earth would decide 
the law constitutional? 
Why is not a law passed to inoculate 
for consumption, scarlet fever, measles, 
mumps, diphtheria, etc.? These dis- 
eases carry off hundreds of times more 
people than smallpox. It is claimed by 
the advocates of vaccination that it 
prevents smallpox for about seven 
years and then the person’s system 
has undergone changes which render it 
necessary, or at least, safer, to be re- 
vaccinated. If this is so, why do the 
Board of Education and Board of 
Health require that children who have 
not been vaccinated within one year 
must be vaccinated or leave school?

LOS ANGELES THEATER. wee? 
grand old play of Shakespeare, ear- 
nestly and sincerely exploited.” So was 
the first presentation of “Julius Cae- 
sar” last night at the Los Angeles The- 
ater characterized by Frederick Warde 
when, at the close of the fourth act, he 
was obliged to make some respcotire to 
the ovation which followed his superb 
work in the great Forum scene. 

Mr. Warde told the whole story in 
that one sentence. It was for the ap- 
preciation of the play that he thanked 
the people, and reverent appreciation 
of the noble work of Shakespeare was 
shown in every detail of the earnest 
and sincere exploitation which it re- 


ceived at the hands of himself and con- 
freres. 


and Frederick Warde plauy “Julius 
Caesar,’ but every succeeding prescn- 
tation brings a finer pleasure, so has 
the art of bot; ripened as the years roll 
on. Barry Johnstone, too, always ex- 
cellent in the part of Cassius, seems to 
have given a subtler «nd more forceful 
play of light and shade to that complex 
and captious personality. 

In. the hands of these sincere artists, 
the three great Romuns pess again 
through the stress and storm of life, 
reminding the careless modern world of 
a time when patriotism was lofiy, stern 
and incorruptible, even though led 
astrey into fatal paths; wher devotion 
to a dead hero could so inspire the 
heart and brain of a simple soidier that 
he molded men like soft wax to his 
will; and when the pride of birth and 
arrogance of independence were 
strong that a noble Roman _ citizen 
stooped to treachery and assassination 
rather than submit to the dreaded dom- 
ination of an autocrat. 

Mr. James, always strong and con- 
vincing in the character of Brutus, 
seems to have gained in both power and 
repose. In the tent scene, of course, his 
work reached its climax, when the fu- 
tile passion of Cassius dashed itself to 
pieces against the rock of that tran- 
quil and contemptuous strength. He has 
so thoroughly assimilated the spirit of 
the ancient Roman that it seems trte 
to speak of the power and dignity of his 
declamation of the noble lines, or of 
his masterly handling of each succes- 
sive scene. He dees not act Brutus; for 
the time being he is Brutus 

In fine control is the impetuous, richly 
colored personality of Mare Antony, as 
depicted by Mr. Warde. As sincere and 
conscientious in his work, as his col- 
league, Mr. Warde invests the charac- 
ter of Antony with a magnetic charm 
that sways his audience even as it 
swayed the Roman mob. The scenes in 
the Senate chamber and the Forum be- 
long to Marc Antony, and he holds the 
people in the hollow of his hand. The 
swift play of emotions that flickers 
through his desperate parleying with 
the assassins in the Senate chamber; 
the deliberation with which he plays 
upon the volatile mob during that mas- 
terpiece of irony and impassioned ap- 
peal in the Forum, all show magnificent 
depth of temperament that finds its ex- 
pression in the most finished art. 

Mr. Johnstone’s Cassius is and al- 
ways has been, one of his best pieces of 
work. It is a difficult character to han- 
dle, and it is beautifully handled. As 
Mr. Johnstone depicts him, the better 
side of Cassius shows in strong relief 
against the treachery, craftiness and 
boundless ambition of the man. Even 
the display of his unbridled temper is 
so deftly managed that it gives the first 
convincing proof of the innate nobility 
that dire adversity brings forth from 
this most unpromising nature. 

Mr. Langdon did his usual excellent 
work in the part of Casca, the embit- 
tered old cynic, who strikes the first 
blow at Caesar. Miss Kidder, as Portia, 
had only one brief scene, but she made 
that so delicately beautiful that it be- 
came, even more than usual, a very 
essential part of the play. The part of 
Caesar was played by Collin Kemper, 
Norman Hackett appeared as Octavius 
Caesar, and Miss Loretta Wells made 
a handsome and imposing Calphurnia. 

The staging was sumptuous, partic- 
ularly in the Senate-chamber scene, 
which was so elaborate that its set- 
ting probably furnished a partial ex- 
cuse for cutting out the short scene 
which precedes it

“Othello” in the evening Friday even- 
ing and the Saturday matinée will see 
the repetition of ‘“‘The School for Scan- 
dal,” and Saturday night the engage- 
ment closes with ‘‘Macbeth.”

SUMMARIZED OPINION CONCERNING 
THOSE TREATY RIGHTS. 


Enforced by British Authorities Ac- 
cording to French Interpreta- 
tion — Newfoundland Fishermen 
Thus Deprived of Means of Live- 
lihood—Wholesale Smuggling. 


fA. P. EARLY MORNENG REPORT.}] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from St. Johns, N. F., says 
that from interviews with members of 
the Newfoundland government, prom- 
inent members of the opposition and 
leading business men of the colony, 
the general opinion of the colony’s side 
of the dispute with France may be 
summarized as follows: 

The treaty rights are concurrent, not 
exclusive. Despite British official inter- 
ruption of the treaties, they have been 
enforced by the British authorities ac- 
cording to the French interpretation. 
Newfoundland fishermen are frequently 
interrupted when not interfering with 
the French fishermen and their schoon- 
ers driven away. They are thus de- 
prived of a means of a livelihood. New- 
foundland fishery regulations cannot be 
enforced on the French shore, which 
means ultimately the depletion of the 
fishing grounds. The disallowance of 
cod traps on the treaty shore is a harsh 
restriction, insisted upon by the im- 
perial authorities in the interest of the 


French, except for the illegal baiting of 
the French banks fleet. 

The treaties refer to cod only and not 
to salmon or to lobsters. Lobsters are 
not fish, nor is tinning, “‘drying,’’ hence 


the French presumptive “right” to con- | 


duct this industry is unfounded. A 


from this, the lobster industry is being’ 


ruined for British and French alike by 
the non-enforcement of necessary regu- 
lations. The modus vivendi forced on 
Newfoundland sacrifices local to im- 
perial interests. The colony does not 
wish to evade the carrying out of the 
treaty, but asks that the British inter- 
pretation be held as correct, and that 
the British navy be not employed to 
bolster up unreasonable French claims. 

St. Pierre and Miquelon are the cen- 
ters of the wholesale smuggling which 
is doing serious damage morally and 
financially to Newfoundland. The un- 
warranted French claims to Briti8h 
soil—the half-mile limit—retard the de- 
velopment of the most valuable min- 
eral, agricultural and lumbe re- 
sources of the island. In short, the 
French clajms, as interpreted by France 
and in many cases assented to ver- 
bally, though officially . rejected by 
Great Britain, are very injurious to the 
commercial and financial and moral in- 
terests of Newfoundland, and the other 
maritime provinces.

called. The movements of a man ‘wee 
heard within the store, and J. Mal- 
com. one of the partners {n the com- 
pany. was summoned. He started to 
guard the rear doors and windows, 
while the other three men were posted 
‘in front. Soon a man was seen walk- 
ing slowly past the side of the store 
and out into the main street, down 
which he disappeared in the darkness. 
The men in front supposed it was Mal- 

m. and did not stop him. Subsequent 

evelopments made it apparent that 
the man was one of the burglars, for 
Malcom was still in the rear. Another 
‘man was heard coughing suspiciously 
a block or two away, as if giving sig- 
nals. but he also escaped capture. 

It was discovered that the big safe 
within the store, in the office in the 
front of the buiding, had been blown 
open with some powerful explosive. 

One of the thick heavy doors had 
been completely blown off, but the 
other one was still in place and prac- 
tically uninjured. It was found that 
T. J. Havlin’s blacksmith shop, a short 
distance from the _ store, had been 
broken into and a heavy sledge ham- 
mer and some other tools had been 
stolen. These tools were found in the 
store about the safe. It appeared that 
the combination knob had been broken 
off with the big hammer, so as to-per- 
mit the entrance of an explosive 
through the hole under the knob. 
What the explosive had been was not 
ascertained, for there were no marks 
like powder burns about any of the 
wreck. It was thought probable that 
smokeless powder had been used. The 
door. after being rent from the safe, 
had been thrown so violently against 
a strong railing and desk that both 
were shattered. The inner portion of 
the door had been blown to bits. The 
quarter-inch steel plate which formed 
the facing was bent like pasteboard, 
and all about the combination hole it 
had been broken and bulged outward. 

The facing of one of the large inner 
doors was slightly disfigured, but 
they were not otherwise damaged, 
neither were they opened. Even had 
they been opened the burglars would 
have had more hard work to do to 
get at the money, of which it hap- 
pened there was only a small sum in 
the safe. The space behind the large 
inner doors was divided into compart- 
ments. and the money compartment 
was made of very strong steel solidly 
bawred. 

Footprints, which had evidently been 
left by the burglars, were found by the 
rear window of the store, where they 
had entered, but the tracks were too 
indefinite to be of service in following 
the men. The clock over the safe 
was stopped at 2:08 a.m., which fur- 
nishes ground for the theory that there 
was more than one explosion. Sheriff 
Hammel was informed by telephone, 
and he and Deputy Sheriff Quinn rode 
down to Compton at once to investi- 
gate. 

By a singular combination of cir- 
cumstances this is the third time that 
Havlin’s blacksmith shop has been 
broken into by burglars for the purpose 
of getting tools with which to operate 
elsewhere in town. Tools were stolen 
from the place for use in breaking into 
the postoffice three years ago, and also 
when the Codperative store was bur- 
glarized five years ago.

VACCINATION LAW. 


~ 


Decision Rendered Six Years Ago in 
a Case Appealed from Mon- 
terey County. 


THE LAW IS CONSTITUTIONAL. 


DECLARED TO BE A REASONABLE 
POLICE REGULATION, 


Mistakes Made by Teachers and 
Children in Regard to the Re- 
cent Order — No One-year 
Limit Thought of. 


Since the Board of Education, on the 
reconmendation of the Board of Health, 
has ordered the vaccination of all the 
echolars and others in the public 
schools, there has been so much confu- 
sion, owing to general misunderstand- 
ings of the order and the manner of its 
enforcement that the school authorities 
and health authorities have had time 
for little else than to answer the thou- 
eands of inquiries that were made of 
them about the matter. Some of the 
teachers themselves misunderstood the 
orders of the board, and imparted er- 
roneous information to their pupils, 
who, in repeating it to their parents, 
frequently misstated the facts uninten- 
tionally, and the result has been that 
many parents have become greatly 
exercised over the matter. Of course, 
the two boards have had to deal only 
with those who misunderstood the or- 
der, and they have had no means of 
knowing how many thousands of par- 
ents have gone quietly about having 
their children vaccinated without mak- 
ing any fuss about it. Such a course 
has been taken by a large majority of 
the parents of the school children, as 
is shown by the work that all the phy- 
sicians of the city have had to do for 
the past week. But there have been 
hundreds of other parents who have 
either not understood the order and 
the manner of its enforcement, or who 
have resented it and expressed the 
opinion that the Board of Education 
has no right to place such a burden 
upon them, and demand that they shall 
have their ~hildren submit to such an 
operation, simple though it may be. 

More than one fond parent has visited 
the city health office or the offices of 
the Board of Education or of School 
Superintendent Foshay, and expressed 
their indignation at the order, and 
some of them have gone so far as to 
declare that they will fight the matter 
fm the courts before they will submit 
to any such order. They have openly 
defied the board, and have declared that 
their children shall go to school, if it 
takes a lawsuit to give them that right. 
Superintendent :Foshay has been com- 
pelled to listen to,.such threats from 
Bcores of people and to all of them he 
has given the same explanation, viz., 
that the order was not of his making; 
that the Board of Education had no 
choice in the matter, because the stat- 
utes of California provide that all chil- 
dren who are not properly vaccinated 
shall be excluded from the public 
echools, and the board must perforce 
obey the law. To those who have 
threatened to take the matter to the 
courts, Prof. Foshay has simply stated 
that the Supreme Court has already de- 
cided that the law is constitutional, and 
fm the face of such a decision a suit 
would be of little effect, except to cause 
for the parent filing it additional ex- 
pense. 

The case in which the Supremé Court 
decided that the vaccination law of 
the State is constitutional was that of 
DM. K. Abeel et al. vs. D. C. Clark, ap- 
pealed from Monterey county, and re- 
ported in 84 Cal., page 226. Abeel was 
a resident of Santa Cruz, and during 
the enforcement of an order similar to 
that issued by the Los Angeles Board 
of Education, requiring the vaccina- 
tion of all scholars in the public 
schools, he refused to have his: son, 
James Abeel, vaccinated. The boy was 
excluded from the schoos, and his 
father instituted mandamws proceed- 
ings against D. C. Clark, principal of 
a public school, to compel him to allow 
his son to attend the school. In the 
lower court a decision was rendered 
in favor of the defendant, and Abeel 
appealed to the Supreme Court. On 
May 31, 1890. that court rendered a de- 
cision upholding the finding of the 
lower court. The opinion deivered in 
the case follows: 

“This was a proceeding for a writ 
of mandamus to compel the defendant, 
who is the principal of a public school 
fn the city of Santa Cruz, to admit 
James Abeel as a scholar. The trial 
court gave judgement for the defendant, 
and the plaintiffs appeal. 

“The only ground upon which ad- 
mission to the school was refused was 
that James Abeel had not complied 
with the provisions of what is. known 
as the Vaccination Act. This act pro- 
vides. in substance, that the trustees 
of the several common school districts, 
and boards of common school govern- 
ment of the cities and towns in this 
State shall ‘exclude from the benefits 
of the common school therein any child 
or person who has not been vaccinated, 
until such time which said child or per- 
son shall be successfully vaccinated; 
provided that any practicing and li- 
censed physician may certify that the 
child or person has used due diligence 
and cannot be vaccinated so as to 
a successful vaccination, 
‘wWhereugon such child or person shall 
be excepted from the operation of this 
act.’ It is further provided that the 
trustees. etc.. shall provide vaccine 
virus for children whose parents are 
not able to have them vaccinated, and 
that the expenses thereof shall be de- 
frayed out of the school fund, and if 
there is not sufficient money in such 
to. a tax shall 

eveea for urpose. Stats. 
1889, p. 32.) 

“The appellants contend here that 
the act is unconstitutional, for two rea- 
eons: 1. The subject of the act is not 
expressed in its title; and 2, It is spe- 
cial, not general in its scope. 

“1. The Constitution declares: ‘“Ev- 
ery act shall embrace but one subject, 
which subject shall be expressed in its 
title. But if any subject shall be em- 
braced in an act which shall not be 
expressed in its tite, such act shall be 
void only as to so much thereof as 
shall not be expressed in its title.’ (Art. 
4, sec. 24.) 

“The main object of this provision 
is to prevent legislators and the pub- 
jo from being entrapped by mislead- 
ng titles to bills whereby legislation 
relating to one subject might be ob- 
ead uncer the title of another._. 
i: must receive a_i rea- 
sonable, and not a narrow or tech- 
nical construction. The 
title of the act here in question is 
as follows: ‘An act to encourage and 
provide for a general vaccination in 
the State of California.’ Now, what is 

e subject expressed in it? Clearly 

cination, and that only. This is 
also the subject of the act itself. 

“It is true that the term ‘vaccination’ 
in the title is qualified by the adjective 
‘general,’ which makes it broad enough 
© include all the people of the State: 
while the body of the act relates only 
to a certain: general class in the State, 
vig., scholars of the public schools and 


those who desire to become such. But 
we think, under rules of construction 
above stated, that the term ‘gen- 
eral’ in the title applies to that gen- 
eral class specified in the act; and 
that neither the legislators nor the 
public could be misled by the manner 
in which the subject of the act is ex- 
pressed in the title. 

“It seems to be well settled that it 
is not necessary that the title of an 
act should embrace an abstract or 
catalogue of its contents. 

“(2.)—The Legislature shal rot 
pass iocal or special laws in certain 
enumerated cases, among which the 
act in question does not come nor in 
other cases where a general law can 
apply. (Constitution, article 4, section 
25.) The act here is: not obnoxious to 
this provision. It embraces and _ is 
designed to act uniformily upon all who 
do or may attend the public schools of 
the State; such schools are by article 9, 
section 6, of the Constitution; defined 
as follows: ‘The public-school systen 
shall include primary and grammar 
schools, and such high schools, even- 
ing schools, normal schools and techni- 
cal schools as may be established by 
the Legislature or by the municipal or 
district authority.’ The class that does 
or may attend such schools is certainly 
a large and general one, and we can- 
not conceive how it-ecould be more gen- 
eral in its nature. An act to be gen- 
eral in its scope need not include all 
classes. of individuals in the State; it 
answers the constitutional requirement 
if it relates to and operates uniformiy 
upon the whole of any single class, as 
we are satisfied the act before us does. 

“It is suggested that the subject of 
the vaccination act is not within the 
scope of a police regulation. The Leg- 
islature has power to enact such laws 
as it may deem necessary, not repug- 
nant to the Constitution, to secure and 
maintain the health and prosperity of 
the State by subjecting both persons 
and property to such reasonable _re- 
straints and burdens as wil] effectuate 
such objects. (See article 19, section 1.) 

“The act referred to is designed to 
prevent the dissemination of what, 
notwithstanding all that medical sci- 
ence has done to reduce its severity, 
still remains a highly-contagious and 
much-dreaded disease. While vaccina- 
tion may not be the best and safest 
preventive possible, experience and ob- 
servation, the test of the value of such 
discoveries, dating from the year 1796, 
when Jenner disclosed it to the world, 
has proved it to be the best method 
known to medical science to lessen the 
liability of infection with the disease. 

“This being so, it seems highly 
proper that the spread of smallpox 
through the public schools should be 
prevented or lessened by vaccination, 
thus affording protection. both to the 
scholars and the community. Vaccina- 
tion then. being the most effective 
method known of preventing the 
spread of the disease referred to, it is 
for the Legislature to determine 
whether the scholars of the public 
schools should be subjected to it. and 
we think it was justified in deeming it 
a necessary and salutary burden to im- 
pose upon that general class. The re- 
marks of Judge Cooley in his work on 
‘Constitutional Limitations,’ page 157, 
are applicable where he @avs: ‘What 
is for the public good, and what are 
public purposes, and what does prop- 
erly constitute a public burden are 
auestions which the Legislature must 
decide upon its own iudement, and in 
respect to which it is invested with 
large discretion, which cannot be con- 
trolled by the courts, except, perhaps. 
when its action is clearly evasive and 
where under pretense of lawful author- 
ity it has assumed to exercise one that 
is unlawful.’ 

“We therefore advise that the judg- 
ment he affirmed.” 

NO ONE-YEAR LIMIT. 

The impression seems to prevail gen- 
erally among the parents of the school 
children throughout the city that the 
Board of Health has demanded re- 
vaccjnation of all children who have 
not been vaccinated within a year. 
There is no basis in fact for such an 
impression, for such a regulation has 
not been announced, and the members 
of the board well know that such a 
one could not be made to hold in the 
courts. What was announced was 
that, as a measure of precaution it 
was preferable. that all children vacci- 
nated more than a year ago should be 
revaccinated. If this was generally 
done the health authorities would know 
when in the future it would be advis- 


_able to order another vaccination, and 


six or seven years hence, if the occa- 
sion required it, such an order could 
be issued. 

But one thing is demanded of the 
schocl children, and that is that each 
of them present to their teacher, on 
cr before the 23d inst., a certificate 
showing that they have been success- 
fully vaccinated. If the vaccination 
was one year, two years, or longer, ago, 
it makes no difference to the board, 
provided a regularly-registered physi- 
cian will certify that the child has 
been vaccinated. It is left for the 
physicians to judge whether an old 
vaccination is sufficient to justify him 
in the issuance of a certificate. 


TWO INQUESTS. 


Temporary Derangement from 
ness—Grip and Dissipation. 

Coroner Holland held an inquest yes- 
terday at Peck & Chase’s on the re- 
mains of J. H. Reynolds, who shot 
himself through the head with a bor- 
rowed revolver Monday afternoon, at 
the residence of his mother, No. 450 
East Fourth street. The Coroner’s jury 
returned a verdict to the effect that 
deceased came to his death from a gun- 
shot wound inflicted by himself, with 
suicidal intent, while temporarily de- 
ranged by long ilness. The funeral 
will be held tomorrow afternoon at 2 
o'clock, from the residence, interment 
being at Rosedale Cemetery. 

Coroner Holland also held an in- 
quest at Samson’s undertaking parlors 
on the remains of Katie Warren, the 
woman who was found dead in bed 
Monday afternoon at a lodging-house 
on the corner of Third street and Cen- 
tral avenue. She had dissipated con- 
siderably during her life, but lately 
had joined the Salvation Army, and 
had done washing and such work as 
she could get. ‘The Coroner’s jury 
found that deceased came to her death 
from the effects of dissipation and a 
long-standing case of the grip. The 
Salvation Army will take charge of the 
remains and hold the funeral at 2 
o’clock this afternoon from Samson’s 
undertaking parlors, the remains to be 
interred in the County Cemetery. 


SOLDIER WANTS TO GET HOME. 


Red Cross Society Appeals for Money 
to Aid Him.

Neither of the defendants was forced 
to steal by necessity. Mrs. Massey, 
whose death was announced but a few 
days ago, was the wife of a prosperous 
saloon-keeper. Mrs. Bebeisheimer is 
the wife of a well-to-do brewer. Yet 
whén their homes were searched by 
officers, trunksful of millinery and dry 
goods aggregating $1000 in value and 
alleged to have been stolen from va- 
rious stores in this city, were discov- 
ered. The seizure of the plunder and 
the arrest of the women by Detective 
Goodman caused a sensation. 

Nine different complaints for petty 
larceny were filed against the two wo- 
men, three against each separately and 
three jointly,. but no effort was made 
to prosecute on more than one com- 
plaint of each kind. The defendants, of 
course, were immediately released on 
bond, and influential attorneys were 
employed to defend them. Henry v 
Gage was retained in behalf of one of 
the defendants, and Davis & Rush for 
the other. These three attorneys were 
also to represent the defendants in the 
joint action. 

The attorneys immediately began 
playing for time, and how well they 
succeeded is shown by the fact that 
the trials have in more than fourteen 
months not proceeded beyond the ini- 
tial steps. The first postponement was 
secured on the ground that Mr. Gage 
was busy with important cases in the 
Superior Court. Then Justice Owens, 
before whom the actions were brought, 
found that his calendar had no room 
for a jury trial for several months to 
come.

have been clogged: 
November 10, 1897—Complaint filed. 
November 12, 1897—Demurrer to com- 
plaint filed by defense.

December 15, 1897—Demurrer over- 
ruled. Set for pleading December 17.

‘Some remarkable things were noted 
in the war. It is shown by the official 
reports that only thirteen amputations 
were made by the surgeons, and that 
only fourteen men died of their wounds 
after receiving surgical attention. You 
would suppose, after reading some of 
the newspaper stories, that legs and 
arms were strewn all over the place, 
and that wounded men died in droves 
at the camps and hospitals. The small 
percentage of amputations and deaths 
after treatment is accounted for by the 
use of the small, hard bullet and its 
great velocity. Wounds that would have 
proved fatal if made by the old-style 
bullets gave. but little trouble, and 
healed quickly.”’ 

Speaking of the relative merits of 
the Mauser and the Krag-Jorgensen 
rifles, Gen. Shafter said: ‘‘There is very 
little difference in the arms. but the 
Krag-Jorgensen is preferred by our 
men. It is a neater arm, and it has:the 
advantage that it can be used as a 
single-shot rifle, leaving the magazine 
in reserve. The Spanish fired altogether 
in vollleys, using their magazines, and 
they wasted much ammunition. Our 
men fired individually and only when 
they saw something to shoot at. In two 
hours and a half of fighting our men 
used less than ten rounds per man, and 
in two days of fighting they used less 
than 100 rounds per man.

NEW STEAMSHIP LINE. 


Belgian King the First Vessel to 
Come from Hongkong. 

President A. H. Butler, of the Cali- 
fornia and Oriental Steamship line, 
leaves Los Angeles today for San Diego, 
where he will meet the first incoming 
vessel of the new line, the Belgian King, 
which is expected to arrive from Hong- 
kong January 20. Mr. Butler came to 
this city from San Francisco yesterday. 
He is enthusiastic over the new trans- 
oceanic line, and says there are bright 
prospects for the company. 

Hon. Ho Yow, Chinese Consul-General 
to the United States, accompanied Mr. 
Butler from San Francisco, and will be 
on hand at the incoming of the Belgian 
King to look after any of his country- 
men who may be among the boat’s pas 
sengers. 

Mr. Butler said last evening: “The 
Belgian King is a freight steamer, but 
she may bring some passengers. While 
this vessel comes to San Diego from 
Hongkong, it comes more directly from 
Yokohama, this being the last stopping 
place prior to the arrival at San Diego. 
Yes, this is the first one of our ves- 
sels to make the trip across the Pacific, 
but we have two others on the line and 
expect to add more in the near future. 

“I can see a great deal of freight 
business for us from now on. It costs 
a pile of money to start a passenger 
vessel, so for the present we will run 
freight steamers only. Yet we will fur- 
nish accommodations for passengers on 
these vessels and expect to handle some 
human cargo along with the freight. 
The Belgian King will stay at San 
Diego for about ten days, I presume, 
and will ‘then start on the return trip 
to Hongkong. 

“Our second vessel is now at Hong- 
kong, and will leave that port for San 
Diego on January 21. While we expect 
the Belgian King in January 20, it may 
be a day or so late. All three of the 
vessels we now have on the line were 
secured at Liverpool, from where they 
sailed with cargoes to points in the 
Orient prior to starting on the new 
line.”’ 

President Butler will be in San Diego 
at the time of the leaving of the Bel- 
gian King on the return trip to Hong- 
kong, but immediately after the arrival 
of the vessel he willl return to Los An- 
geles to snend a few days. 


HELD TO ANSWER. 


Garcia and the Two Women Mast 
Stand Trial. 

T. M. Garcia, Rosa Durbin and Susie 
Douglass had their preliminary exami- 
nation on a charge of grand larceny 
yesterday before Justice Morgan, and 
were held to answer to the Superior 
Court. They are charged with getting 
old man Donnelson drunk and robbing 
him of $295. Another man, Abe Wilson, 
is also charged with being implicated 
in the alleged robbery, but he has 
faded from view. 

It is alleged that on Wednesday even- 
ing, January 11, Donneélson, while out 
searching for the elephant, met Wilson 
in a saloon on the corner of First and 
Los Angeles street, and the latter in- 
vited him up into the Russ House to 
see some “lady friends.” He went, he 
saw the “lady friends,’ and they con- 
quered. He ordered liquor and, after 
taking one drink, his memory became 
hazy, and he has a very indistinct 
recollection of what occurred after- 
ward. Garcia was with the women, 
and every time Donnelson ordered more 
drinks he would hand Garcia a bill, no 
change being returned. 

This continued for some time, when 
Gercia went to the corner of First and 
Main streets and employed a colored 
cabman named Tibbets to take the 
old man off somewhere and lose him. 
Cabby wouldn't dump the old man, but 
took him to a lodging-house and then 
notified the police. 

Detective Hawley investigated the 
case and arrested Garcia and the two 
women. When put in the sweat-box the 
prisoners maintained their innocence. 
However, the detective secured from 
the person of Rosa Durbin, a roll of 
bills amounting to $80, which were pro- 
duced in court yesterday as evidence. 

During the hearing of the testimony 
it developed that Donnelson had given 
Susie Douglass $10, and at the close 
of the evidence counsel for defense 
sought to have the charge against her 
dismissed. Morgan refused to do so, 
and held all three to answer to the Su. 
perior court, bail being fixed at $2500 
each for Garcia and Rosa Durbin, and 
$500 for Susie Douglass.

G. J. Griffith, secretary of the Citi- 
zen’s League of this city, has received 
from the president and secretary of 
the National Municipal League at Phil- 
adelphia, the following communication: 

“Dear Sir: On behalf ‘ot the National 
Municfpal League I respectfully . call 
your attention, and that of your. ‘organi- 
zation, to the necessity for prompt and 
energetic “action on the part of the 
friends of good government, with re- 
gard to the Census Bill ‘now pending in 
Congress. As originally drawn, the bill 
required the employés of the Cersts 
Bureau to be selected by open, competi- 
tive examinations under the supervision 
of the Civil Service Commissjon. In 
the ‘Senate this provisoin was changed 
so as to allow of their arbitrary selec- 
tion Lorene? personal er politcal fa- 
voritism t is hoped that the House 
of Representatives may restore the 
original provision, and that the law 
may. be finally passed in such form as 
to avdid the abuses which so gravely. 
the: value of our Jast census. 

to effect thig,. there must be a 
us and pone dh: expression of 
oa lic opinion throughout ‘the country 
on the subject, and very little time 
is left to arouse this, since the matter 
will doubtless be considered .by the spe- 


4 elal committee of the House to which 


it has been referred immediately after 
the holidays. 

“In all efforts to obtain _ better _mu- 
nicipal government: or o herwise . to 
promote the industry, commerce and 
general prosperity of the country, it is 
of great importance; indeed, almost in- 
dispensable, to have ready to access to 
thoroughly trustworthy statistics. So 
many and such gross inaccuracies were 
promptly detected in the last cénsts 
that its statistics may %e described, 
with little exaggeration of langunge, 
as almost worthless; and it is not dis- 
puted that this result’ was due mainly, 
if not entirely, to the political bias of 
many of the officials who took it and 
the unfitness of others for their work. 
When we remember that the next cen- 
sus will be taken in the year of a Pres- 
idential election, and also in the first 
year of the new century, it becomes |e 

parent that great precautions a 
Sanded to insure its impartiality ard 
accuracy to secure public confidence for 
its results. At the meetings of the 
National Civil Service Reform League, 
held in Cincinnati on December 16, 1897, 
it adopted the following resolution: 

“"The league demands that the em- 
ployés of the Census Bureau be appointed 
for merit and fitness; to be determined 
by fair, practical and thorough compet- 
itive examinations under. the direction 
fof the Civil Service Commission. With 
the warning example of the last census 
before its eyes, it protests against any 
enactment which may prevent or iin- 

pede such selection, 43 involving a 
ecandalous waste of money “nd a sacri- 
fice of the country’s interest.. It were 
better to have no. census at-all in 1200 
than one taken by, incompetent or un- 
trustworthy political. protcgés, selected 
according to the well-known ‘methods 
of so-called practical politics.’ ”’ 

The. National Municipal League urges 
very strongly upon all its affiliated so- 
cieties to assist in’ safeguarding the 
country against the eVils thus vigor- 
ously, but not unfairly, denounced.

' JUDGE ROSSITER DIPS INTO A LIT- 


TLE FRANCHISE SPECULATION, 


Terminal Apparently Loses its Loop. 
Other Parties Bid WHigher—The 
Judge Says it is a Private Specu- 
lation, not a Southern Pacific 

' Move—Universalist Anniversary. 


PASADENA, Jan. 17.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The Terminal Railway corporation 
lost high, low, jack and game at the City 
Council meeting today, and great is the sur- 
prise among the people at thie sudden turn 

_ in affairs. Judge J. G. Rossiter played some 
cards that nobody knew he had up his sleeve, 


and the town is in a state of mystification. 


The prevailing impression is that the move 
was a Southern Pacific finesse, but Judge 


~““Rossiter declared tonight in.an mterview 


with the Times correspondent that his pur- 
chase of the franchise is a private specula- 
tion, and it is now for sale to anybody want- 
ing. to pay enough for it. 

Last month the City Trustees gave favor- 
able action to the petition of the Terminal 
Company for a franchise for an electric loop 
over West Colorado, Fair Oaka and- Green 
Streets, to connect with their present line, 
and voted to advertise for bids. This action 
was opposed by the representatives of the 
Los Angeles and Pasadena electric road 
(now the Southern Pacific,) but the City 
Trustees overruled their objections. Today 
was the time set for the reception of bids for 
the franchise, and it was supposed that the 
‘Terminal would be the only bidder. Vice- 
President Gibbon was on hand and put 


in a bid-of. 7 per cent. of the receipts of the. 


loop. Judge Rossiter jumped him, however, 
with a bid of 100 per cent. of the receipts... . 
The: two bids were referred to the City At- 
torney for inspection as to their legal suffi- 
ciency. Each is accompanied by a satisfac- 
bond for $3000, guaranteeing that the 
be done within eighteen months. 
Under the law, the franchise goes to the 
highest bidder, and Judge Rossiter expects to 
get it when the City Attorney reports. All 
in the room were so dumbfounded by Judge 
Rossiter’s play that little was said. Mr. Gib- 
bon remarked that the present Legislature 
would probably amendé the franchise law so 
as to nullify “fake bids’’ designed to defeat 
legitimate enterprise. It was recalled that 
the same tactics were employed to keep elec- 
tric-light competition out of the city last 
summer. 
’ One of the City Trustees said tonight: “It 
stands to reason that no corporation is ready 
to give its entire neceipts for a franchise, un- 
less 1t has some ulterior object, It looks to 
me. as ‘if the Southern Pacifici were willing 
to forfeit that $5000 bond, if necessary, in 
order to keep off the Terminal’s competition 
and clinch their grip on this city. Suppose 
they fail to build the loop and let their fran. 
chise fall through? The city must prove 
actual es in order to collect the oy 
and then they can get it dnly at the tail end 
of a lawsuit. So the chances of having to 
pay thabd are about even, if they never 
iid. It is a queer law, this franchise law.’’

hho! “I bought the fran- 
chise because it is a very valuable thing. It 
is worth all IT bid and more, too. Just look 
at it. It gives right-of-way over a loo 
through the heart of the city, from whic 
connecting lines may radiate on fifteen 
blocks. Every bit that loop is closely 
populated. Could not any line afford to pay 
the city 100 per cent. of the proportionate re- 
ceipts for travel over that short bit of road 
for the sake of the profi which would accure 
from connecting rails? That franchise will 
be worth a good deal of money to somebody 
and will be for sale to the Southern Pacific, 
‘the Terminal or any corporation which will 
pay the price. Private parties are behind 
me in the purchase, but I would be willing 
to give $5000 for it myself. It is a big’ sale 
for the city, which receives the utmost limit 
allowed by law; and the result shows the 
advantage of having competitive bids, for 
when the Terminal got the former electric 
franchise, now in the courts, it was so framed 
as to absolutely prohibit competition.”

Electric railroad development will be active

The high cost of cream of tartar,.the chief 
ingredient of a pure baking powder, has in- 
duced some manufacturers to substitute burnt 
alum (which costs but 3 cents a pound) 
largelv or wholly in lieu of cream of tartar, 
making a very low cost but unwholesome 
baking powder. 

Our most eminent physicians are continu- 

ously warning the public against the use of 
alum baking powders because of the unwhole- 
some qualities which such powders impart to 
the food. 
When such eminent authority as Prof. Pres- 
cott, .of the Michigan University, declares 
that alum lessens the digestibility of the 
food, that ite use in food has always been 
deemed contraband and that it would be 
proper to suppress the alum baking powder 
by law, it is time for consumers to give the 
matter serious attention. They should exam- 
ine their storerooms and their supplies as 
.they come from the grocery. 

Generally, alum baking powders are sold at 
a lower price than pure powders, but tho dif- 
ficulty of recognizing them from their appear- 
ance caused the government chemist to rec- 
ommend, as a matter of safety, the use of a 
well-known brand of baking powder, such as 
the Royal, which his tests showed, he says, 
to be made from the most healthful materi- 
als, entirely free from alum and every adul- 
teration.

WATER ARBITRATION. 


HEARING OF TESTIMONY IN DAILY 
SESSIONS RESUMED. 


Report of the City’s Engineers Suab- 
mitted in Evidence—Mayor Eaton 
Called to the Stand to Testify 
on a Point of importance. 


The water arbitrators resumed their 
sessions yesterday, after a vacation 
during which they have been acquiring 
additional. evidence bearing on the 
value of the water plant of the city. 
The report of the city’s engineers, @ 
summary of which was published yes- 
terday morning, were presented, in the 
form of testimony. 

At the opening of the session yester- 
day morning, ex-City Attorney Dunn 
introduced City Attorney Haas in a 
neat speech, and the latter, in assum- 
ing his duties as related to the work of 
the board of arbitration, took occasion 
to correct any false impression which 
might have arisen from his speech yes- 
terday, when he stated that he had 
been unable to get access to any of the 
documents bearing on the controversy 
between the city and the water com- 
pany, and that as a consequence, he 
was not prepared to take charge of the 
proceedings at once. In explanation of 
this fact, he stated that he did not 
blame Mr. Dunn for the fact, but that 
the documents in question had been 
in the hands of a number of engineers 
and attorneys interested in the case. 

Mr. Haas also stated that Mr. Dunn 
had consented to assist in the case for 
a time regardless of any action taken 
by the City Council regarding his com- 
pensation. 

It was at this point that the city 
introduced the report of the board of 
engineers acting for the city in esti- 


neer Arthur L. Adams, one of the 
city’s engineers, was called to the wit- 
ness stand and spent the entire day in 
testifying. 

After testifying as to his experience 
as an engineer, he said that in his 
opinion the report of the engineers of 
the city was substantially correct, 
though on so great a work as the fixing 
of value on the plant of the entire wa- 
ter system of the city there were 
bound to be some minor inaccuracies, 
and in thinking the matter over, he was 
convinced that there ought to be added 
to the estimated value of the plant by 
the engineers, which is $1,355,000, the 
sum of $54,243 for interest on the plant 
during the time of its construction. He 
also admitted that the estimated value 
of a certain lathe was $350 too low, as 
he learned after signing the document. 
The direct examination of the witness 
was comparative'y brief, but after his 
own attorneys were through with him, 
he was turned over to the tender mer- 
cies of Attorney Chapman of the water 
company’s corps, and thus he put in 
the remainder of the day. The fact 
was thus brought out that the engineers 
(for the city had figured on labor at 


. from $1.50 to $1.75 per day for ten hours’ 


labor, as labor is usually employed by 
private corporations, while the city is 
bound to pay $2 per day for eight 
hours’ work. 

After the noon recess, Mr. Adams was 
questioned as to the number of excava-. 
tions which had been made to examine’ 
the various pipe lines of the water 
system, and he testified that the total 
number made by all parties was in 
the neighborhood of 500. 

He stated that he could see no rea- 
son why, in the hands of a competent 
man, ‘the system could not be dupli- 
cated within two years. 

The only important point of disagree- 
ment between the enginéers of the city 
end those of the water company, Mr. 
Adams stated, was regarding the 
Buena Vista reservoir, which Mr. Mul- 
holland testified’ that he had reason 
to believe had a capacity” of 3,000,000 
gallons when it was turned over to the 
water company. He quoted Mayor 
Fred Eaton as authority for the state- 
ment that the reservo'r had a capacity 
of 5,000,000 gallons when the city re- 
lingquished it. 

Mayor Eaton was called.to the wit- 
ness stand for a moment and asked in 
regard to this matter. He said that he 
was in charge of the engineering work 
on the reservoir at the time of its en- 
largement and that the dam was 
twenty-four feet high before the water 
company began its work, and. that 
there was in the office of the water 
company when he was connected with 
it a chart showing that the capacity of 
soo, | 12 original reservoir was 5,000,000 gal- 

ons. 

On this question hinges the value of 
the work which the water company 
has done in enlarging the reservoir, 
which implies the removal of sandstone 
almost, if not quite equivalent, to the 
increased capacity of the reservoir. 

Mr. Adams was then called, and spent 
time answering questions of minor
